SHANGHAI, May 1.—There is com- 
ment here today that the Hankow 
Government has at last recovered from 
its madness and is making a last-hour 
effort at sanity. . Highly placed Chi- 
mese and foreign observers give the 
Borodin-Chen Administration from a 

fortnight to six weeks to live. 

Within Hupeh Province it is cut off 
from Peking by the slowly advancing 
forces of Marshall Chang Tso-lin, and 
cut off from thé tower Yangtse Valley 
by General Chiang Kai-shek’s adher-

FIRE NOW MENACES 
TT TRAPPED MINERS 


Are Hamperedeby Blaze 
After 2-4+-Hour Fight. 








KNOWN -DEAD- “REACH 16 





Hope Is Still Held Out for Some 
of Entombed Men—Governor 
Gore Visits the Scene. 





- FAIRMONT, W. Va., May 1 (4).—The 
fate of the seventy-seven miners 
trapped by explosion and fire yester- 
day in the Everettsville mine was un- 
determined late tonight. 

During the day all rescue work had 
to be abandoned for efforts to extin- 
guish the flames which blocked the 
way to the entombed groups and it 
was not until nightfall that the fire 
was brought under control sufficiently 
to allow the rescue teams to try again 
to push through the blast-torn tunnels. 

Tonight as they re-entered the shaft 
the rescue teams encountered 
culties that indicated they would not 
reach the trapped miners until some 
time tomorrow. 

R. M. Lambie, Chief of the West 
Virginia Department of Mines, said the 
rescue crews were still being badly 
hampered by fire. They had pene- 
trated 3,000 feet, or to about 700 feet 
from where it is believed the seventy- 
seven men were caught in the third 
south entry. 

He gave the first word of hope that 
some of the miners at least may be 
found alive, 

“There is a hope,” he said, ‘that 
some of the men are in the north en- 
try or on the opposite side of the mine 
entry from the fire area. If this is 
true there 1s a possibility that they 
might be found alive.”’ 

The known dead in the district re- 
mained at sixteen late tonight, while 
nine injured miners were in hospitals 
here. 

Hoping against hope that some of 
the trapped men, warned of the im- 
pend explosion by dense smoke, had 
succeeded in reaching points of safety 
and had _bratticed .themselver in 
against the fire and deadly gases, the 
fire fighters, led by George McCoa, 
veteran of the United States Bureau 
of Mines at Pittsburgh, and Mr. Lam- 
bie, chief of West. Vi a’s Mining 
Department, worked without cessation 
during the night and day. 

Seven of the known dead were 
brought out of the mine late last night. 
These men, at work near the entry, 
were within 500 feet of the mine mouth 


when rescuers came upon them. Four 
others in this group were alive, but 


the sheet of flame swept through the 
tipple and two others, burned at the 
same time, died In a hospital. 

Bright sunshine flooded the little ra- 
vine today where the biack mine- 
mouth leads back into the hills. State 
troopers at first prevented the hun- 
dreds of *spectatora who.visited the 
scene from getting in the way of the 
fire fighters but as the crowds in- 
creased and —— — ct! ees the 
mine property e opera- 
tions; a ——— ot National Guards- 
men -was called . out.

LONDON, May 1.—May Day passed 
off in London without disturbance of 
the peace. There was the customary 
labor procession through the streets 
and demonstration in Hyde Park. The 
red flag was conspicuous, but the 
Union Jack was also prominent, espe- 
cially at the anti-Socialist meeting in 
Hyde Park in opposition to the Com- 
munist demonstration. 

The anti-Sovialist gathering was as 
large as any of the labor meetings, 
and a resolution was carried approving 
the action of the Government toward 
China and welcoming the Trades 
Union bill and urging that it should be 
passed into law with the least possible 
delay. 

Speakers addressed labor meetings 
from twelve platforms, and from each 
a resolution was submitted’ declaring 
that the Government had consistently 
shown itself an enemy of-the working 
people, especially by its attack on trade 
unions and by the “infamous Trade 
Disputes and Trades Union bill.’"’ © 


The resolution further demanded the 
dissolution of the Baldwin Government 


and called upon Labor leadership to 
take every step necessary, including a 
general strike, to bring this about. 
The motion also congratulated the 
Chinese Nationalists on their success. 
No attempt was made at interference 
with the rival anti-Socialist meeting 
over which the Minister of Transport, 


Colonel Ashley, presided. The police, 
who were present in large numbers, 
were not called upon to draw their 
truncheons. 

Similar labor demonstrations were 
held in Glasgow, Manchester and else- 
where, but no breach of the peace 
was reported. 

The Stepney Borough Council, in ac- 
cordance with last week’s decision, 
hoisted red flags over the four princi- 
pal municipal buildings, but within an 
hour two of them disappeared. On 
one building the anti- — * had 
sawn off the mast, and on others they 
had cut the ropes so the flag would 
not be hoisted again. 


Banners Make Parades Picturesque. 


LONDON, May 1 (4).—The Chinese 
situation and the Conservative Gov- 
ernment's Trade Union bill aimed at 
the prevention of strikes gave the 
British May Day demonstrations two 


very live issues. From 2,000 platforms 
throughout Great Britain today Labor, 
Socialist and Communist speakers de- 
nounced the effort of the vernment 
to “shackle” labor, and parades in 
many cities carried banners demand- 
ing “Hands off labor,’’ and “‘Hands 
off China.” 

Scores of demonstrations were held 
in the London area. but the chief 
parade was along the Embankment, 
through Trafalgar Square, Piccadilly 
and Oxford Street to Hyde Park, 
which was crowded with spectators 
wearing red carnations, and they gave 
the marchers'an enthusiastic _recep- 
tion. 

The procession was made up of 
thousands of ers and scores of 
floats, carry-alls and motor trucks 
carrying Sunday school children and 
women and children of various other 
organizations, dressed chiefly in red.

$32 ,000,000 Moved Through 5th xe Crawl: ; 
22 Armed Guards Help Bank Transfer Funds 





Thirty-two million dollars, much of 
it in cash and negotiable securities, 
was transported up Fifth Avenue yes- 
terday when the Central Mercantile 
Bank and Trust Company closed its 
branch at 8 West Fortieth Street and 
changed its headquarters from Fifth 
Avenue and Fourteenth Street to the 
new. twenty-six-story building at 535 
Fifth Avenue. 

Two armored cars of the United 
States Trucking Corporation, guarded 
by eight armed employes, as well .as 
eight patrolmen and six detectives, 
under Inspector Patrick S&S. McCor- 
mack, carried approximately $10,000,- 
000 from the Fifth Avenue and Four- 
teenth Street afidress to the new build- 
ing, then took the remainder from the 
branch in Fortieth, Street, which re- 
ceived its last deposits Saturday. In 
addition, the avenue was posted with 
its usual May Day quota of plain- 
clothes men as precaution against 
labor disturbances. — 

While guards and policemen, their 
right hands resting on pistol butts, 
held back a crowd of curious that col- 
lected 1n Fourteenth Street, employes 
of the bank and of the armored car 
company carried out heavy steel boxes 
containing wealth far greater . than 
dreamed of by any rover of the Span- 
ish Main. 


Each truck was’ loaded with three 
boxes. They then sped up the ave- 
nue at the speed limit, followed by 
an automobile with Sergeant William 
Murray of the East Sixty-seventh 
Street Station and four policemen. 

At the new bank. building on the 
northeast. corner . of Forty-fourth 
Street, the old site of Delmonico’s, 
guards and policemen alighted: and 
formed a guard from the trucks to 
the' door.. The,.money was carried 
through the bank’s new offices on the 
second floor, thence down in a’ pri- 
vate elevator to the vaults, thirty-sev- 
en feet below the street. 

A similar procedure was followed in 
bringing cash, securities and bank 
records, in nine steel-bound canvas 
bags, from the discontinued branch in 
Fortieth Street. Robert Adamson .and 
Louis Stewart Jr., Vice Presidents of 
the bank, supervised the dispatching 
of the money... They. were received at 
the new building by C. Stanley Mitch- 
ell, President. 

The new banking quarters occupy 
11,000 square feet on the second floor, 
3,000 on a mezzanine, and provide 
space in the .vaults for 5,000 boxes. 
Work was being ‘rushed to completion 


yesterday to open for business this 
morning. 





ARTIST DIES IN FIRE; 
SEVEN OTHERS HURT 


C.W. Svensson, Uncle of Gloria 
Swanson, Is Suffocated in 
Studio in 37th Street. 





TWO ESCAPE ON SHEET ROPE 


Girl Leaps From Ledge to an 
Adjoining Building—Three 
Police Rescuers Injured. 





Charles W. Svensson, portrait and 
landscape painter, was uffocated and 
burned to death early yesterday morn- 
ing in his studio on the fourth floor 
‘of 32 West Thirty-seventh Street. The 
building had no fire escape and when 
the fire raced up the stairway and 
mushroomed other tenants, likewise 
trappéd, escaped by making a rope of 
shéets. One woman jumped from. her 
window to a iire escape of an adjoin- 
ing building. 

The fire started in the hallway of 
the basement floor, occupied by Scully 
Hats, Inc., reached the staircase and 
spread rapidly to the roof, filling all 
hallways with smoke and flames. Its 
origin was not determined. Four en- 
gine companies, assisted by the po- 
lice of the West Thirtieth Street Sta- 
tion,. rescued all. but Svensson and 
brought the fire under control within 
half an hour. The police declared 
that failure of telephone communica- 
tion had prevented prompt reporting 
of the blaze to the Fire Department.

All save Miss Aveduke, who was 
taken to Bellevue Hospital, were 
treated on the sceme and were able 
to go to the homes of friends. 

Mr. Svensson, who was 42 years old 
and was said to have been an ‘uncle 
of Gloria Swanson, who had visited 
him: several times and sat for him, 
had apparently opened an inner door 
of his apartment on. the floor and 
was overcome by smoke. His. body 
had fallen across .the threshold. Po- 
licemen made efforts to reach his son, 
said to be a lieutenant in the United 
States Navy. 

Miss Aveduke, who occupied a room 
on the floor im the rear, forced a 
door in Svensson’s apartment and 
climbed out on a ledge. She crawied 
to the corner of the building and then 
jumped to the fire-escape of the three- 
story building adjoining. 

Writer Discovers Fire.

MRS: SNYDER FACES 
LONG ORDEAL TODAY 


State and Gray’s Lawyers Will 
Cross-Examine Her—She Has 
No Fear, Says Hazelton. 








VERDICT THIS WEEK IN VIEW 


Gray on Stand Tomorrow to Be 
Aided by Mother and Two 
Alienists—To Blame Woman. 


Mrs. Ruth Brown Snyder will con- 
tinue her narrative on the witness 
stand this morning in the Queens 
County Court, in Long ‘Island City, 
where she and Henry Judd Gtay are 
being tried for the murder of her hus- 
band, Albert Snyder, on March 20 at 
his home in Queens Village. 

She will be in the hands of her own 
lawyer for about an hour, Then, the 
attack On’ her story” Will begin. She 
will be cross-examined first by Wil- 
liam J. Millard, representing Gray. 
Mr. Millard is an experienced jury 


pleader. As United States District At- 
torney he prosecuted the late William 
J. Fallon at his trial three years ago. 
After Mr. Millard has finished, As- 
sistant District Attorney Froessel will 
cross-examine her for the State. Mrs. 
Snyder is expected to be on the wit- 
ness stand all day, or most of the day. 
Edgar F. Hazelton, one of her law- 
yers, who interviewed her yesterday, 
said she had no fear of cross-exam- 
ination. 

“Why should she?’ he asked. 
is telling the truth.” 


Verdict Possible This Week. 


Gray will go on the witness stand 
on Tuesday. If the State’s rebuttal is 
brief, the case may be in the hands of 
the jury before the end of the week. 


A verdict by Friday or Saturday ts 
possible. 

On cross-examination and rebuttal, 
the prosecution may attempt to — 
the truth of Gray’s charge that Mrs 
Snyder attempted unsuccessfully to 
assassinate her husband six times be- 
fore she called on him for help—twice 
by letting gas escape while he was 
sleeping, twice by dosing him with 
bichloride of mercury and twice. by 
methods which Gray did not describe. 
Mrs. Snyder testified that the two gas 
episodes were accidents, and her law- 
yer asserted in his opening that the 
window was wide m on one of these 
occasions, proving it an accident. 

When he takes the witness stand on 
Tuesday, Gray will not depart from 
the confession which he has already 
made and read into evidence, but he 
will add a variety of fresh horrors re- 
garding his own life and character, 
according to his lawyers. His story 
will’ make Mrs. Snyder the motive- 
power of the crime, although he will 
admit that he planned the details with 
the utmost care.

COLORADO FLOATED 
ON NIGHT HIGH TDE 
AS 18 GRAFT PULL 


Crowds Ashore Cheer as the 
Dreadnought Moves Off 
Reef After 35 Hours. 


MORNING ATTEMPT FAILS 


Gangs Work Feverishly All Day 
Removing Tons of Fuel Oil 
and Ammunition. 





FEAR SHIP IS DAMAGED 


Mine- 
Sweepers Free Her—She Will 
Go to Drydock Soon, 


Fourteen Tugs and _ Four 


The combined power of four mine 
sweepers and fourteen tugs pulling and 
straining at their hawsers, and aided 
by an unusually high tide, floated last 
night the 32,000-ton superdreadnought 
Colorado, which went aground Satur- 
day morning on Diamond Reef, be- 
tween Governors Island and! Manhat- 
tan. 

The $27,000,000 pride of the navy was 
pulled from her rock cradie in the 
swirling waters of the East River at 
8:19 o’clock. She glided into deeper 
waters to the accompaniment of shouts 
and cheers from those aboard the bat- 
tleship. The crowds lining the Battery 
and the piers joined in the noise as 
the huge ship made her way slowly 
past South Ferry toward temporary 
anchorage off Cortlandt Street in the 
North River. Snorting tugs kept the 
Colorado amidstream and away from 
the dangerous ledges that lie between 
Governors Island and the Battery. 

The dreadnought will be drydocked 
at the Brooklyn Navy Yard as soon as 
the dry dock is available. An exami- 
nation will be made of the hull, navy 
officers having expressed the belief 
that the ship’s plates may have been 
strained or have buckled because of 
the tremendous weight of the vessel 
when resting on the reef. 

At the offices of the Commandant of 
the Third Naval District, at South 
Ferry, it was said that the efforts of 
the tugs and minesweepers alone were 
responsible for the floating of the 
dreadnought. The ship’s engines were 
not used to back her off the reef. Mud 
from the harbor bottom was stcked 
into the Colorado’s condensers earlier 
in the day and had put her dynamos 
out of commission. Not even enough 
electricity for lighting pu es could 
be produced until a barge with a gener- 
ator aboard tied alongside. The 
nought’s.supply of .fresh. water also 
ran low during the day, and a call 
was sent for a water barge. While the 
sailors were lightening the vessel of 


all movable articles several tons of 
fresh water were pumped aboard. 


Work of Lightening the Ship. 


The third and successful effort to 
pull the Colorado from the reef fol- 
lowed twenty-four hours of feverish 
efforts by the officers, crew and 
civilians in removing material to 
lighten the ship. With her tremendous 
draught it was necessary to take off 
thousands of tons of oil, ammunition 
and other stores. 

Naval constructors had become dubi- 
ous of pulling the battleship off the 
reef for another twenty-four ben urs and 
had begun to fear it would be neces- 
sary — to dismantle her. 
bot be e entire nig Cong sow a 

e bringing up large shells 
from the Lolds them 
aboard the lighters... The work was 
slow, but they toiled with all their 
might, knowing there would be no 
shore liberty for any. one until the ship 
was clear of the rocks. 

It was said last night it cost the 
Government more than $1,500 an hour 
in trying to get the Colorado off Dia- 
mond Reef. The work of floating the 
ship began shortly after 9 o'clock 
Saturday morning when she ‘went 
aground. 

Captain Franklin D. Karnes, in com- 
mand of the Colorado, ordered the re- 
moval of the ammunition yesterday 
morning. when — out her 2,000 
tons of fuel oil had failed to lighten 
her sufficiently. He wanted to lighten 
the battleship still more, and the 1 fags 
or >more shells, each w ng 2,400 
pounds, were taken off in lighters and 


|sent to Iona Island and Fort Lafay- 
ette. The lighters, with rigged booms, | 


drew alongside of the Colorado shortly 
before noon. Each boom had fastened 
to it steel bridles and took two shells at 
each load.

Five More Are Flood Victims; 
Total Known Dead Passes 110 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 1.—Addi- 
tional casualties in the flood were 
reported from ‘north of Vicksburg;

The Imperiled Parishes. 


The Parish of Concordia has a popu- 
lation of about 13,000, and probably 95 


per cent. of it is agriculture. The Con- 
cordia acreage is 456,900, and all of it 
will go under water, according to the 
bulletins which are reaching New Or- 
leans by telephone from Vidalia and 
Natchez. 

Avoyelles, the other parish which 
faces a possible 100 per cent. deluge, 
is one of the richest farming sections 
of ‘Louisiana, with a population of 
about 36,000, probably 75 per cent. little 
farmers and farm tenants. The land 
which is being flooded in this parish 
aggregates a little more than 582,000 | 
acres. 

Tensas, the next most seriously im- 
periled parish from the Vidalia-Glass- 
cock breaks, has 12,000 people, nearly 
all of them farmers or persons em- 
ployed on farms, while the acreage 
totals 403,480. 

The people who make Catahoula par- 
ish their home number about 11,000, 
and again they are almost 100 per 
cent. agricultural, the acreage of the 
parish 459,525. Not all of Cata- 
houla is expected to be flooded, but 
the parish will be lucky if as much 
as one-fourth of the land stays dry. 

Rapides parish, the eastern part of 
which is threatened, has a popula- 
tion of 65,000 and an area of 876,800 
acres. 

Lasalle is gravely imperiled, Its 
people number 10,000, practically all of 
them on farms. The acreage in this 
parish is an even 409,000. 

The northern part of the parish of 
St. Landry will probably be over~ 
flowed. This parish has a population 
of 53,000 and covers a territory of 429,- 
840 acres. 

Pointe Coupee parish, parts of which 
may get the force of the flood waters, 
has about 25,000 population, the area 
of the parish being 369,040 acres. 

The first of the breaks and the main 
one, through whiclt thousands upon 
thousands of cubic feet of water is 
crashing to the west, is twenty-two 
miles south of Vidalia, and at 6 o’clock 
this afternoon the crevasse was said 
to be about 600 feet wide and increas- 
ing with the hours. The second cre- 
vasse, near Glasscock, was last re- 
ported 860 feet wide, while the third 
and fourth breaks, further south, are 
as yet not of major proportions, but 
probably will be before the night has 
passed. 


Big Rescue Fieet Sent to New Zone. 


Tonight a big fleet of rescue craft 


is already at work in the flood zone, 
while scores of other light draft ves- 
sels are proceeding at top speed to the 
scene of the disaster. The orders are

HEALTH FORCES MOBILIZED. 


Fourteen States Outside Flood Area 
Join in Fight on Disease. 
MEMPHIS, Tenn., May 1 (4).—Mob- 
ilization of health forces and vaccine 
supplies in fourteen States outside the 
Mississippi Valley flood area with 
which to combat the ‘grave health 
menace” in seven flooded States, was 
announced today by Dr. W. R. Redden, 
National Medical Officer of the Amer- 

ican Red Cross. 

“Mobilization of medical personnel 
and vaccines for any emergency is 
necessary in view of the constant men- 
ace to health of thousands of persons 
in refuge camp#in the flooded States, 
and to combat any outbreak of disease 
which may arise during or after the 
flood,’’ he said, 

Six medical officers and three sani- 
tary engineers, expected to arrive 
here tomorrow from North Carolina, 
Connecticut and Ohio, will be dis- 
patched to Arkansas immediately to 
report to Dr. O. W. Garrison, State 
health officer, for work in devastated 
Southeastern Arkansas. 

State health officers in the fourteen 
States have been asked to list all 
available personnel and medicines for 
flood relief work. Replies from 
twelve States received today assure 
“adequate personnel and vaccines with 
which to fight the flood health men- 
ace,”’ Dr. Redden said. He added: 
“The health situation throughout the 
flooded area is excellent, in view of 
conditions. There is no more than the 
normal amount of illness and this is 
remarkable, in view of the health men- 
ace set up by the flood waters.” 


FRANCE SENDS SYMPATHY. 


Briand Says Heart of People Goes 
Out to Flood Sufferers. 
PARIS, May 1 (#.—Foreign Minister

The Secretary is 
due to make speeches in Washington 
this week, and it has been intimated 
that he and Mr. Feiser may find it 
necessary to return to the flooded area. 

Besides seeing the President, Mr. 
Hoover will confer with the Cabinet 
Special Committee on Flood Relief, 
consisting, besides himself, of Secre- 
taries Mellon, Wilbur and Davis, and 
with the Central Committee of the Red 
Cross, its governing body. To the 
President and the two groups the Sec- 
retary and Mr. Feiser will outline the 
needs in the rapidly changing condi- 
tions in the flooded country. 

Contributions to the Red Cross Miss- 
issippi Valley flood relief fund today 
reached a total of $4,776,825. By areas 
the collections reported were: Eastern, 
$2,886,404; Middle Western, $1,374,000; 
Pacific, $408,021; Insular and foreign, 
$8,400, besides the $100,000 appropria- 
tion from National Headquarters of 
the Red Cross. 

Chapters of the Red Cross in cities 
of 100,000 or more population, in the 
Eastern States, which have exceeded 
their original quotas are: New York 
County and Bronx, Dayton, Birming- 
ham, Louisville, Fort Wayne, Miami, 
Hartford, Atlanta, Wilmington, Spring- 
field (Mags.), Albany, Columbus, Nor- 
folk and Richmond. 

An appropriation of $250,000 has been 
set aside for emergency agricultural 
relief in the flood area, the fund to 
be administered by the Red Cross, on 
plans formulated by Relief Director 
Baker in cooperation with a repre-

RICCI TRIES SUICIDE 
IN BROOKLYN JAIL 


Doomed: Slayer Slashes Himself 
With Sharpened Spoon—Goes 
to Sing Sing Today. 


' George A. Ricci, who was sentenced 
last week to die in the electric chair 
for the murder of Frank: P. Scavullo, 
his former employer, attempted yes- 
terday to kill himself. He slashed his 
wrists and ankles with a spoon, one 
edge of which had been ground to 
razor sharpness, in his cell in the Ray- 
mond Street Jail; Brooklyn, according 
to Warden Harry BE. Hoenetk. Ricci 
was convicted on April 27 after he had 
tried unsuccessfully to plead the un- 
written law, alleging that Scavullo had 
forced his attentions on Mrs. Ricci. 


John Greene, a keeper, while pass- 
ing Ricci’s cell, glanced at the prison- 
er and saw he was sitting in a peculiar 
position on his cot. Greene entered 
and, seeing blood on _ Ricci’s hand, 
called for help. Dr. Stroger, jail phy- 
sician,. stanched Ricci’s wounds. Ric- 
ci is to be taken to Sing Sing this 
morning. 

Warden Hoeneck said the spoon 
which Ricci used was not jail property 
and he believed it. had been obtained 
from outside the jail. 


BOMB IN JERSEY CITY. 


Blast. on May Day Laid to Dis- 
charged Gas Works Employe. 


A bomb explosion last night badly 
damaged the front porch’ of a two- 
family, two-story detached frame 
dwelling at 153 Wgman Parkway, Jer- 
sey City.

Tracing this lead; Dr. ckley 
said he learned that just before he 
boarded the ship in New York Thurs- 
day night he wrote a letter to the 
Newburyport woman, in which he gave 
instructions for the disposition of some 
personal property and said that he 
would soon ‘‘enter the land of oblivion 
in such a manner that no one would 
ever know how he killed himself.” 

His boast was almost borne out, as 
it was only after many hours of ex- 
amination that the local authorities 
discovered that he had committed sui- 
cide by injecting a narcotic with an 
intravenous syringe.

BOSTON, May 1.—In about a week 
the United States will be “at war.”’ 


An “enemy” fleet of more than 100 
warships will be in complete control of 








the North Atlantic, convoying an ¢€X-/| reg 


peditionary force of 75,000 men, who 
will attempt to gain a foothold at 
some point on the New England Coast 
—where, nobody knows. 

It will be the job of Major Gen. 
Preston Brown, commanding the First 
Corps Area, to repulse, circumvent, or 
in any other way, render a failure of 
this attempt. He will have no outside 
help—merely the forces at his com- 
mand within the area.

URGES BATTLE FOR RIGHTS’ 


He Tells State Normal Club to Press 
Case Before Trustees and Gov- 
ernor and Align Students. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WEST CHESTER, Pa, May 1.—Ad- 
dressing a protest meeting of the Lib- 
eral Club of the State Normal School, 
held here today in defiance of Princi- 
pal Andrew T. Smith’s order to dis- 
band following the intervention of the 
local American Legion Post, former 
Governor William Sweet of Colorado 
declared that there was ‘“‘more un- 
Americanism in the Pennsylvania elec- 
tion slush fund’ than there had been 
in anything said or done by members 
of the club. 

“This huge sum was spent by the 
Campaign managers and committees 
without consulting the taxpayers,”’ 
said Mr. Sweet, “‘and it is a condition 
that demands investigation both from 
Federal and State bodies.’’ 

He advised the club members to have 
four representative citizens plead their 
case with the school trustees at their 
meeting this week, appealing for the 
reinstatement of Professor John A. 
Kinneman and Dr. Robert T. Kerlin, 
who were dismissed from the Faculty 
for siding.with the. club.when it was 
accused of radical tendencies. If this 
plea failed, he urged taking the matter 
up with the Governor, and if that did 
not avail, he advocated a mass meeting 
in ‘Philadelphia, *“‘as near Independence 
Hall as possible,” of all students in 
the State. 

“We -had the same situation in Colo- 
rado while I was Governor,” said Mr. 
Sweet. “The American Legion took 
exception to free speech in the 
schools, appointed a committee and 
made an investigation. 

“Churches and other organizations 
took a hand and the Legion asked the 
Governor not to appoint two school 
trustees. They asked m> to work for 
a modification, but I refused and the 
outcome was the Governor reappointed 
the men. 

“Free speech is vital to educational 
circles, and all the United States 
courts cannot stop the freedom’ of 
thought. The main question for the 
Legion is at what time should young 
people commence thinking: Should 
they deny themselves thinking until 
they graduate, or before? 

“The Legion has made accusations 
without investigation, and is damag- 
ing reputations of schools and instruc- 
tors ess for no reason what- 
ever. 

“The Legionnaires seem to be undble 
to distinguish between wartime and 
peace and to believe the same condi- 
tions exist now as when the war was 
in progress.” . 

Dr. Kerlin, one of the deposed Fac- 
ulty members, followed Govefnor 
Sweet, declaring that the Legionnaires 
“would have us do an intellectual 
goosestep.”’

“Illegal Strike’ Defined. 


The substance of the measure, 
which is known as the Trade Dis- 
putes and Trade Unions bill, is con- 
tained in the first clause, which de- 
Clares that “any strike having any ob- 
ject besides the furtherance.of a trade 
dispute within the trade or industry in 
which the strikers are engaged is an 
illegal strike if it is a strike designed 
or calculated to coerce the Govern- 
ment, or to intimidate the community 
or any substantial portion of the com- 
munity, and that it is illegal to com- 
mence, or continue, or apply any sums 
in furtherance or support of any such 
illegal strike.” 

It is set forth that a trade dispute 
shall not be deemed to be: within a 
trade or industry unless it is a dis- 
pute between employers and workmen, 
or between workmen and workmen in 
a particular trade or industry. Pen- 
alties are provided for those instigat- 
ing or taking part in an illegal) strike, 
and it is provided further that no 





person refusing to take- part in an 
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illegal strike shall we ã—— to ex- 
pulsion from any trade union or so- 
ciety or to any. or to..depri 

of any rights. . 

‘The measure makes unlawful any at- 
tempt at intimidation, and picketing is 
made a criminal offense. 

It also provides that no member of 
a trade union shall be required to make 
any contribution to the political fund 
of the union unless he has previously 
given notification to the h office or 


branch office of the trade union of his 


willingness to make such contribution. 
It is provided that all contributions to 
the political fund of a trade union from 
members of the union must be levied 
and made separately from any contri- 
butions to the other fund, and no other 
assets of the union shall be carried to 
that fund or applied to any political 
object. 

Civil servants are prohibited from be- 
longing to trade organizations unless 
they are confined to persons employed 
by or under the Crown, and are inde- 
pendent of regular trade unions. It is 
made unlawful for any local or public 
authority to make it a condition of the 
employment of any person that he shall 
or shall not be a member of a trade 
union. 

The act does not extend to Northern 
Ireland.

Ambassador ‘at ‘Ship Luncheon of 
Historical Society Says it Will 
Combat Falsehoods. 


Ambassador Giacomo De Martino of 
Italy was the principal guest at a 
luncheon given yesterday on the liner 
Duilio of the Italian Navigation Com- 
pany at her pier at West Fifty-seventh 
Street by the Italian Historical So- 
ciety.

STONE FOR COLLEGE IS LAID 





10,000 Attend the Ceremony at Fort 
George Hill—McKee Welcomes 
Institution for the City. 


More than $300,000 in additional con- 
tributions was raised at a dinner of 
the National Yeshiva Committee last 
night at the Hotel Astor. The largest 
single contributor was Nathan Lam- 
port, who advanced his previous gift 
of $100,000 to $200,000. Louts Gold added 
$15,000 to his original pledge, Meyer 
Vesell $25,000, Samuel Levy $25,000, 
Jacob Fabian $25,000, Louis Maryash 
$25,000, Jacob Levy $23,500 and Joseph 
Palstein and Pincus Glickman $15,000. 
Two anonymous gifts, both of $25,000 
were received. ' 

Judge Otto A. Rosalsky, the Chair- 
man of the Cornerstone Laying Com- 
mittee, acted as Chairman of the 
earlier part of the evening’s drive. In 
a speech which heralded the plea for 
additional funds, he spoke of the plans 
for the college. ‘‘The vital problem 
of modern Jewry is to perpetuate or- 
thodoxy,’”” he said. “We wish our 
children to carry on the orthodox re- 
ligion, and with that in view there 
must be teachers for them. 

‘“‘We are asking you to revitalize 
Jewish life. Today the cornerstone 
has marked the laying of a founda- 
tion of learning on a firm basis. The

Crowning one of the highest points 
of Fort George Hill, the college when 
completed will consist of three groups 
of buildings in modified Byzantine ar- 
covering eight-five city 
lots. The steel and concrete frame- 
work of the first—a combination high 
school, dormitory and auditorium 
building—is already completed, and 
yesterday it was aflutter with dozens 
of American and Zionist flags. 

Amsterdam Avenue was closed to

@ grand stand black with spectators 
stretched for two blocks. Amplifiers 
were used to carry the voices of 
speakers to the fringes of the crowd. 

A $5,000,000 building fund is being 
raised for the college, which is de- 
scribed as “a distinctive intellectual 
and spiritual certtre for American 
Jewry.“ Not only will there be the 
usual theological courses preparing 
men to become orthodox rabbis, but

Fox, the American lawyer and editor 
of the North China Star, who has been 
retained by the Soviet-Consul for the 
defense of fifteen Russians taken in 
the Peking embassy raid, Mme, 
Michael Borodin and twenty other 
Russians being held at Tsinan-fu,, said 
tonight that his request to appear at 
the court-martial in their behalf had 
brought no reply and he was doubtful 
if he would be permitted to defend 
them. 

The foreign powers are watching the 
cage closely as an indication of the 
possible-treatment after the abolition 
of the extraterritoriality, which the 
Soviet Government voluntarily has ac- 
cepted. If granted the opportunity, 
Mr. Fox will seék deportation for the 
accused, since if they are executed 
summarily they may be deemed mar-

foreigners.

LONDON, May 1. (@.-—The cot- 
tage at Shallow Ford near Stafford, 
| 250 years ago the home of Izaak 
‘Walton; British writer whose fame 
has come down over the years as 
the author of.‘‘The Compleat An-.

Church.

OTTAWA, Ontario, May 1.—The 
farce of liquor-laden vessels clearing 
from Canada for Mexico or Cuba and 
landing their cargo a few miles up the 
Canadian shore or in the United States 
will be stopped by a recent amend- 
ment to the Customs act which is now 
in effect. 

A memorandum has just been sent 
out by the Department of National 
Revenue, the customs division, to all 
eollectors of national revenue, draw- 
ing their ‘attention particularly to 
changes in the act which are designed 
to. prevent rum-runners from evading 
' the duty of $9 a gallon imposed by the 
Dominion Government on intoxicating 
liquor.

Strikers Direct Fire Against Pech- 
ter and Messing Concerns. 

Picketing of bakeries affected by the 
strike of rye bread workers will be- 
gin today, it was announced yester- 
day at the office of Local 500 of the 
International Bakery and Confection- 
ery Workers Union, 5 Ludlow Street. 

Thé strike is directed against the 
Pechtér Baking Company, 468 Cherry 
Street, said to be the largest bakers 
of rye bread ‘in ‘thé world, and the 
Messing Bakeries, Inc., 14 Lewis 
Street. .The Pechter Company has 
eighteen bakeries in the city. The 
two bakeries of this concern in Brook- 
lyn are not affected by the strike, as 
the agreement with the union has one 
more year to run. 

The smaller bakeries were permitted 
by the union to continue at work with- 
out new agreements. Union officers 
felt that such a policy would tend to 


isolate the two largest concerns, both 
of which were reported as willing to 
resume operations at any time but not 
on the full demands of the union. 

“The union is seeking to control pro- 
duction an@ hours,” said Morris Mes- 
sing, head of the Messing Bakeries, 
Inc. “To réduce the hours seven and 
a half to six and a half a day would 
avail nothing if production is to be 
regulated by the union. We are not 
opposed to unions, but wé are opposed 
to limitation of production and ck-

Rickard Offers Maloney $400,000 for Iwo Bouts 
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OFFER OF $400,000 
MADE TO MALONEY 


Rickard Bids for Two Fights in 
His Elimination Series to 
Produce Tunney Rival. 


WILL SEEK SHARKEY NEXT 


Offers to Dempsey and Paulino in 
Order Soon—Other News of 
Boxing.

A bid of $400,000 for two fights is 
the bait Promoter Tex Rickard is 
dangling before the eyes of Jim Ma- 
loney, Boston Irishman. Rickard, 
spending the week-end at Red Bank, 
N. J., golfing, found time yesterday to 
communicate with Dan Carroll, Ma- 
loney’s manager, at Long Branch, N. 
J. The bid is for two specific battles 
for two specific sums. 


Malcney jumped at the offer, which, 
with the $100,000 or so he will get out 
of his fight against Jack Sharkey in 
the Yankee Stadium on May 19, puts 
him in the half-million class of today’s 
ring financiers. Manager Carroll, how- 
ever, wants to ‘consider’ the offer, 
although it is more money than Mr. 
Maloney ever thought his fists would 
earn him. 

Rickard wants Maloney to sign up to 
fight the winner of the proposed Jack 
Dempsey-Paulino fight, and to meet 
Gene Tunney in the world’s champion- 
ship battle in the Fall, if he gets past 
Dempsey or Paulino. The Madison 
Square Garden promoter is to make a 
similar offer to Sharkey, when the 
Lithuanian’s manager, Johnny Buck- 
ley, arrives here tomorrow. 

A similar procedure will be followed 
by Rickard in his dealings with Demp- 
sey and Paulino, with this important 
difference—the amounts, in all prob- 
ability, will be higher. Dempsey is 
expected to notify Rickard this week 
of his departure from the coast for 
his Eastern training camp. 

The Rickard heavyweight carnival! is 
expected to run to its conclusion here, 
but in making his offer to Maloney 
yesterday the promoter fell back on 
the time-honored ‘‘boxing contest to be 
held any place in these United States, 
Mexico or Cuba,” as a safeguard. The 
State Athletic Commission’s regula- 
tions prohibit offering a guarantee to 
any fighter performing here. In the 
contracts, therefore, Rickard will have 
to sign the boxers on a percentage 
basis. 


From Malonéy’s camp at Long 
Branch comes word of confidence such 
as every. boxer. feels, at least for pub- 
lic consumption, while preparing for 
an important ring engagement. 

“T will beat Sharkey on May 19,’’ 
said Maloney. ‘I expect to stop him. 
I had him down seven times in our 
second battle and I still insist the 
punch which caused my disqualifica- 
tion on. a foul was A fair blow. The 
last.time we boxed I was ill and went 
into the ring against the wishes of my 
doctor to lose °a decision: because I 
didn’t want to appoint a capacity 
house, That bout was for ten rounds. 
I'll have fifteen Tounds in which to 
pound him in our coming contest and 
I'm confident of the outcome.’’ 


Broadcasting of fights and other 
Madison Square Garden attractions of 
the future will be done over Stations 
WBHAF and WJZ, according to an an- 
nouncement made yesterday by Pro- 
moter Rickard. The promoter has de- 
cided to abandon broadcasting over 
Station WMSG, the Garden station, in 
order to afford greater reception for 
fans who follow their fights over the 
ether waves. 


The work of transforming Ebbets 
Field, Brooklyn, from a ballyard into 
a fight arena will be launched today 
for tomorrow night’s ring struggle be- 
tween Tommy Loughran and Young 
Stribling; opening the outdoor sea- 
sof. Dave Driscoll, supervisor of fight 
arrangements at the Brooklyn plant, 
informed Promoter Humbert Fugazy 
yesterday that the arena would be 
ready for occupancy tomorrow after- 
noon. 

Promoter Fugazy authorized the an- 
nouncement .that in the event of un- 
favorable weather the bouts will go 
over to Wednesday night and in the 
event of rain on Wednesday the con- 
test will be scheduled for Thursday 
night.

OLLEGE rowing coaches in the effete East, or at 
% least those at Pennsylvania, Columbia, Cornell and 

Syracuse, are able to summon more than a wan 
smile as they look forward to the Poughkeepsie regatta 
next month. This regatta ordinarily is no laughing 
matter for the four universities in question. Generally 
it does not call for even an advance chuckle, but the 
coaches this year are permitting themselves a smile in 
anticipation of the event. 

The reason for this is that the supremacy of Wash- 
ington on the Pacific Coast seems to have been broken 
and that there is some doubt whether the Navy will be 
as strong as in former years. If Columbia, Cornell, 
Pennsylvania and Syracuse can throttle the Westerners 
and the midshipmen, there is a reasonable chance that 
one of the Hastern college quartet will arrive at the 
finish line first. 

Above and beyond all this is the fact that Columbia 
is supposed to have an all-sophomore crew of champion- 
ship dimensions. It won the freshman race at Pough- 
keepsie last June and looked better than some of the 
Eastern varsity eights which were struggling along in 
the backwash of the boats out in front. 

Another item of cheer is the fact that Pennsylvania, 
under Fred Spuhn, is byilding up a crew that may be 
at its best in the four-mile going on the Hudson, Syra- 
cuse, which finished third last year, and Cornell are un- 
known factors at this early date. 


Long Time Between Victories. 


The positions of Columbia, Cornell, Syracuse and Penn- 
sylvania in the Poughkeepsie proceedings have been very 
embarrassing for many years. These four universities 
make up the Intercollegiate Rowing Association. They 
have been giving the party since 1895, but since 1920 
their invited guests have been strolling off with the 
championship, all the laurel wreaths which were lying 
around loose and most of the family jewels. 

Hospitality could not be carried to further lengths 
than that. In 1921 it was decided to try to interest 
other crews in the Poughkeepsie festivities. The Navy 
accepted with thanks and won the race that year and 
the next and the next. Washington horned in with a 
victory in 1924, the Navy came back in 1925 and last 
June the four hosts again watched the tail lights of the 
Washington craft disappear in the distance. 

It has been seven years since Syracuse won the 
varsity race, twelve since Cornell won, thirteen since 
Columbia triumphed. As for Pennsylvania—well, if you 
were at Poughkeepsie twenty-eight years ago you saw 
the last Quaker victory. 


Washington Down but Not Out. 


Of course, there is no guarantee that Washington is 
not as good as ever, despite the fact that the Huskies 
were beaten by California in the Coast championships, 
Some of the best of the rowing sharps predict that 
Washington will reverse this result when the two crews 
meet again at Poughkeepsie. 

The Navy officials also have made no promise in 
writing not to win the Hudson River honors next month. 
In fact, it would not be surprising if Bob Butler's Ad- 
mirals ran one-two in the procession under the railroad 


No, the Easterners are not underestimating the op- 
Position, but they believe that .Columbia’s sophomore 
crew and possibly Pennsylvania will offer a two-fisted 
rebuttal to the argument of the outsiders. The Glen- 
dons are not regarded anywhere as a push-over; with a 
rugged crew and the famous Glendon swinging stroke 
behind the blades, the father and son may repeat their 
Poughkeepsie triumphs of 1921, 1922, 1923 and 1925. 


An Incentive for the Winner. 


There will be one mighty incentive for the Columbia 
varsity and, in fact, for all the crews in this year’s 
Hudson River carnival.. The winner will be well out in 
front in the race for Olympic honors next Summer. 
This is especially true of Columbia, which will not lose 
a man by graduation. If the Blue and White sopho- 
mores should win at Poughkeepsie in June they should 
be even harder to stop next Summer. By that distant 
date they will have rowed together for three years. 


Finding Delaney’s Rival. 


Jack Delaney’s next rival for the light-heavyweight 
crown may be uncovered tomorrow evening at Ebbets 
Field, where William, Lawrence Stribling and Tommy 
Loughran will meet in Humbert J. Fugazy’s first out- 
door show of the season. 

The revered Boxing Commission evidently believes that 
the bout may have some bearing on the title situation, 
for the solons postponed until after the bout any action 
on Loughran’s petition to be declared the logical con- 
tender for the Delaney throne.

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PLATFORM AND. PERSONALITY. 

Senator WALSH of Montana is the 
latest prominent Democrat to advo- 
cate silence about prohibition in the 
platform of his party. His reason- 
ing is simple to the point of being 
innocent. There are: many Drys in 
the Democratic Party who would be 
enraged to the verge of revolt by a 
party declaration that looked even 
moist. Also there are many Wet 
Democrats who would be mortally 
offended by an attempt to make it 
an article of the party creed that 
the Eighteenth Amendment is sa- 
cred and that the Volstead act 
must never be altered. These facts 
being notoriously so, argues Senator 
WALSH, what is there to do except 
keep the party together by keeping 
still? He is likewise of the belief 
that the Republican platform will, 
for similar reasons of expediency, 
face both ways on the liquor ques- 
tion. Hence he concludes that pro- 
hibition cannot be an issue between 
the two parties, and will hardly 
figure largely in the next Presiden- 
tial campaign. Yet he is astute 
enough to perceive and to state that 
the “personality” of a possible 
candidate (not named) may induce 
many citizens to vote for him, on 
account of their personal views 
about prohibition, and what they be- 
lieve to be his, no matter what the 
platform may say or omit to say. 

In that supposition there is a 
great deal of politics as well as of 
human nature. It has often hap- 
pened that a Presidential candidate 
has counted for much more than the 
platform upon which he is supposed 
to stand. This is a case of words 
against a man. The platform may 
be forgotten. Usually, it dies as soon 
as it is born. But a strong and vivid 
personality is not so easily quenched 
in a political campaign. People want 
to hear what he says, and are glad 
to forget the droning compromises 
of his party platform. In the par- 
ticular instance foreseen by Senator 
WALSH, it is wholly possible that the 
timid silence of the platform may 
serve only to heighten the eloquence 
of the straightforward candidate 
who is not afraid to utter his con- 
victions. It is‘not concefvable that 
he will call upon the people to spit 
upon the law.of the land. To en- 
force that, honest and earnest -ef- 
forts must be made so long as it is 
the law; but if it is a demonstrated 
failure, if it on ‘to be. modified.or 
repealed, and a forthright candidate 
declares that he believes both things 
to be true, his personality may easily 
Sway more votes than all the stu- 
dious avoidances of a party plat- 
fomm. It is in such an event as this—

this. country. Such Senators and

All) this makes one wonder why 
Senator BORAH, the leading cham- 
pion of the international outlawing 
of war, has not yet found his voice 
regarding M. BRIAND’S remarkable 
offer.

Even if 
the two countries were solemnly to 
bind themselves never to fight, that 
would not, we should hope, prevent 
a Senator from speaking. In fact, 
the indiscretions of Senatorial ora- 
tory respecting other nations would 
be considerably harder to outlaw 
than war itself. 


MAKING FLYING SAFER. 

While the value of aircraft prod- 

ucts of the United States has grown 
from $789,872 in 1914 to more than 
$12,000,000 in 1926 and greater se- 
curity in flying has been attained, 
fatal accidents occur too often. The 
margin of safety must be increased 
before the airplane can come into 
general use. In June of last year 
President Harry F. GUGGENHEIM of 
the Daniel Guggenheim Fund for 
Promotion of Aeronautics stated that 
it would offer prizes for inventions 
to make flying safer. In fact, he 
said that the organization was plan- 
ning to concentrate on the problem. 
Major R. H. MAYO, consulting en- 
gineer of the fund in England, had 
pointed out defects in the air- 
plane in operation: 

The landing speed is far too high 
and the length of run after landing 
is too great. The gliding angle 
is too flat, making the approach to 
a given spot for landing too difficult. 
The length of run required before 
taking off is too great. The angle of 
ascent after taking off is not great 
enough. If the airplane is stalled, 
it becomes unstable and at the same 
time control is lost. 


It remained to make conditions 
for competition that would be at- 
tractive to inventors, for only in 
competition could devices be demon- 
strated satisfactorily to the officers 
of the Guggenheim Fund. On Fri- 
day night President GUGGENHEIM, in 
the presence of the Federal Assist- 
ant Secretaries for Aeronautics, an- 
nounced that competitions with a 
chief prize of $100,000 and five 
safety prizes of $10,000 each would 
close not later than Oct. 31, 1929, 
and they would be held on some fiy- 
ing field near New York. On Sept. 
1, 1927, the fund would begin to re- 
ceive entries for the contests. The 
chief prize would go to the plane 
that won the maximum number of 
points in a series of tests to be re- 
quired of the entries. The competi- 
tions would turn on take-off, con- 
trolled speed in the air, length of 
landing run and ability to bring 
down. the plane in a confined space. 
Hitherto the difficulty has been to 
accomplish either the take-off or a 
landing except at a high speed that 
may be perilous to the pilot and his 


passengers. 
Captain F. T. CouRTNEY, a British 


aviator, has been experimenting 
with the helicopter idea to reduce 
speeds in the air in order to make 
safe landings. He has invented what 
he calls the’“ autogire,” consisting 
of four .horizontal gyrators, that 
may be attached to the ordinary 
plane. Using this: device, he made 
easy and gentle landings at Villa- 
coublay a’ year ago; but whether his 
invention is practical for ordinary 
flying has not been proved. At least 
little has been heard of it in this

PORT AUTHORITY NO SUPER- 

Be 

Governor Moore chose a poor day 
to call the Port Authority a “‘super- 
State.” The. very newspapers that 
printed his address gave space also 
to a full account of how the Board 
of Estimate of this city voted 
unanimously to approve the site for 
the Manhattan tower and anchor- 
age of the Hudson River Bridge 
which the Authority is about to 
build. Where is ‘there here any evi- 
dence of the ruthless and despotic 
abuse of power which the: Jersey 
Governor felt his State should curb? 
The Port. Authority was .by law 
bound to consult the city about the 
approaches to the bridge, and to 
obtain the city’s consent to taking 
over the public property it needed 
to complete those approaches. 

It must amuse ex-Governor SILZik 
and his associates on the commis- 
sion to hear it denounced at once 
as a super-State and a failure, like 
the League of Nations. One charge 
negatives the other. Neither can be 
sustained. If the Port Authority 
has not been able to bring about a 
millennium for the port all at once, 
it is precisely because it is not a 
super-State, and must rely largely 
on local cooperation and the support 
of public opinion.for the develop- 
ment, step by step, of the Compre- 
hensive Plan. As a matter of fact, 
its powers are in many respects 
more restricted than those of other 
similar bodies here and abroad, 

The Port Authority could be par- 
doned if it were somewhat boastful 
of its work on this particular bridge. 
So sound was its financial plan that 
it was able to borrow money for 
construction at 4%4 per cent. It 
planned the bridge and its. ap- 
proaches with so jealous a regard 
for scenic and artistic as well as 
utilitarian values that the project 
has been endorsed by such represen- 
tative bodies as the National Acad- 
emy of Design, the American So- 
ciety of Landscape Architects and 
the Anmierican Scenic and Historic 
Preservation Society. Its engineers 
were so con&ervative that the first 
construction contracts have just 
been let at a figure much below the 
estimated cost. That is certainly a 
refreshing novelty in public works. 

——— 

CHINESE “ PROLETARIANS.” 

Interesting sidelights on the Chi- 
nese situation have recently been 
supplied by Moscow. In the Soviet 
capital there has been a sharp clash 
of opinion on the proper Communist 
policy with respect to events south 
of the Yangtse. The Opposition has 
urged transformation of the Chinese 
Nationalist movement into a 100 per 
cent. social revolution based, in the 
traditional formula, on peasants and 
workers. The dominant Communist 
faction at Moscow, in control of the 
Soviet Government, has decided that 
the time is not ripe for a social revo- 
lution in China, and that present ef- 
forts should be directed along the 
lines of a vigorous nationalism. The 
Soviet rulers hold that if China 
should go Communist she would be 
without the necessary financial re- 
sources or organization to build up 
a “proletarian” State. It is one 


not enough proletarians in China for 


the purpose. 
The Communist philosophy and 


is by dictatorship of a minority. 
Still, it must be a perceptible mi- 


revolution ten years ago there were 
in the present area of Russia more 
than 2,000,000 factory workers. For 
China there are no statistics, but 
authorities agree that the number of 
workers under the factory system is 
only “a few hundred thousand.” 
This means that China has only one- 
fifth as many “proletarians” as 
Russia had in a population only one- 
third as large as China’s. The lar- 
gest Chinese industry, the cotton 
mills, employs a trifle over 200,000 
workers. The next biggest industry, 
transportation, has 90,000 employes. 
Silk mills, mines, iron and steel 
works. would.leave the total far 
short of half a million. The Chi- 
nese city “ proletariat,” upon which 
the Communist procedure is based, 
would thus be something like one- 
tenth of 1 per cent. of China's 
population.

LITTLE THEATRES GETTING BIG. 
Tonight the annual Little Theatre 
Tournament begins for a week of 
competition for the Belasco Cup. A 
number of old’ competitors are back 
again, a few have dropped out, and 
there are some new entries. No an- 
nouncement accounting for the dis- 
appearance of Texas from the lists 
has yet appeared. It is a pity that 
it is not represented, for. its players 
and playwrights. have carried off 
more than ‘one prize with steadily 
improving work. .The other con- 
testants, however, will probably not 
be sorry to see so formidable an: op- 
ponent out of the running. 

The South has a chance, in spite 
of the Texan defection, to carry off 
the honors, for North Carolina has 
sent two groups, and Memphis and 
Tulsa are represented. There are 
several little theatres from Man- 
hattan and near-by: communities. 
Michigan, Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia, which ‘dropped out 
last year, have not come back: The 
only Weste~n representation is from 
Indianapolis, which sends its Guild 
for. the first time. 

Patrons of the commercial theatre 
in New York may take special inter- 
est in seeing the early work of two 
playwrights who have graduated 
from the one-act play to full-length, 
Broadway productions. KENYON 
NICHOLSON, whose “ wae Barker ” 
was successful with the critics and 


may be observed in a one-acter, 
“ Confession,” tonight. A group of 
Manhattan players will give this 
piece. “The Last of the Lowries,” 
to be given Friday by the Derita 
School of North Carolina, was writ- 
ten. by, PAUL GREEN. ‘This makes 
the performance an_all-North Caro- 
lina occasion, for the playwright,.a 
native of the State, writes of his 
neighbors. ‘He has had two plays in 
New York this season: “In Abra- 
ham’s Bosom,” a story of Carolina 
negroes, and “ The Field God,” still 
running, and stirring the critics to 
recognition of a new talent.

WOLF-CHILDREN. 

Our latest dispatch about the 
“ wolf-child,” found near Miawana, 
seventy-five miles from Allahabad, 
in British India, showed him gifted 
with: an enormous appetite. The 
medical officers in the institution 
where he has been taking treatment 
agree that for years—he seems to 
be somewhere between 7 and 12—he 
must have lived mainly on herbs 
and roots. Ravenous for meat, he 
still loves the diet of NEBUCHAD- 
NEZZAR. His only language is a sort 
of. continuous bark. He is a spir- 
ited lad and has already bitten two 
policemen. That is not solely a 
lupine achievement, and too much 
may have been made of the hard- 
ness of his hands and knees and his 
propensity for crawling; but his 
habit of “ sitting: on his heunches 
“ with legs curled up and propelling 
“ himself. forward -with, the palms 
“of his hands” is interesting. 

The doctors admit that a scar on 
one side of his face is a memento of 
a wolf-bite. The case is not to be 
laughed ‘down as a. bit of folklore. 
In India an immeémoriaP “ legend ” 
may. be a contemporary .fact. Less 
than a hundred years ago wolves 
were much more comrthon and dan- 
gerous' there than now.’ They often 
carried off children, - - whose orna- 
ments of gold and silver. were found 
in’ the dens by the people.

CONCERNING APE ANCESTORS. 


It is truly a “ most welcome gift ” 
of knowledge that President Henry 
FAIRFIELD OSBORN of the American 
Natural History Museum has, in the 
name of anthropology, offered man 
concerning his ancestry. He traces 
human lineage back through a mil- 
lion years to the dawn man, who, in 
turn, looks across many more million 
years (16,000,000 is the estimate) 
to a “neutral stock” from which 
man ascended and the anthropoid 
ape descended. Who this Oligocene 
creature was President OSBORN 
hopes the scientist will some day 
discover. He thinks it will be some- 
where out upon the plains of mid- 
Asia, far from the shores of the pre- 
Cambrian Ocean, whence ~ certain 
scientists have traced human sea 
memories, and also far from the 
shadows of forests and trees—a 
nomad living in the same environ- 
ment as the horse which he has rid- 
den. clattering down the corridors 
of time into our own automobilic age. 

The College of Prehistoric. Her- 
aldry, it should be stated, is not 
unanimously of this genealogical 
creed. Professor WILLIAM K. GRE- 
oRY, long associated with President 
OSBORN, sees man emerging in a 
geologic period so long after the ap- 
pearance of the. oldest known pri- 
mate as to suggest an anthropoidal 
ancestry. The “length and aloof- 
ness’”’ of our lineage are ‘not yet es- 
tablished so far back as to preclude 
this. Nevertheless, Professor GREG- 
ORY is not too insistent, despite his 
acquaintance with a hundred char- 
acteristics, more or less, in which 
‘there are resemblances, and con- 
cludes that the two families now 
existent are at closest only “ dis- 
tant cousins,” “poor relations” 
many times removed. There is, in 
any event, no occasion for “ boast of 
heraldry,” except a suggestion in 
the quartering of the human shieid, 
of a progress from the humblest e- 
ginnings, whether as‘an‘Oligocenen 
neutral nomad or a | Mlorensen forest 
dweller. 

If President Osporn: finds in his 
further Nebraskan investigation that 
the implements which have been 
discovered there belong’ to _ the 
geologic period in whose strata they 
are embedded, ‘he will have pushed 
the record of man’s existence, even 
here in Amierica, at least 4,000,000 
years toward tlie early Tertiary be- 
ginnings which he has assumed. He 
has reported the ‘unearthing of over 
300 implements’ made of bone but 
turned to stone; and of forty differ- 
ent types. Among them are’ skin- 
dresses, awl-like. implements evi-

Medals were given to twelve for life- 
saving. Most of these were rescues 
from drowning, and one-went to a boy 
who at peril to himself saved two men 
in a garage fire. Most of the young 
heroes are in their early ’tcens, an age 
when boys are bound to get together 
for some kind of activity. Their bub- 
bling energy is sure to find some out- 
let, and undifected it is too often in 
the direction of mischief. 

_ Under the supervision of competent 
and sympathetic leaders, the boys who 
might be leading ‘‘gangs”’ into trouble 
for themselves and their parents are 
unconsciously setting good examples to 
their fellows. One great vir. e of the 
Scout movement is its insistence on in- 
dependent thought and judgment 


among the boys. By getting at the 
natural leaders, the men at the head 
influence the whole group through an 
unnoticed method of imitation. Prac- 
tical training in swimming and life- 
saving is supplemented by a con- 
stant high standard of courage and 
initiative. '

for slow in his school 

the ‘Dull Boy. work has come out 

of a Teachers’ Con- 
ference in England. With warm and 
lazy weather coming on, when even 
the brightest lad finds it hard to put 
his thoughts on his books, it is com-' 
forting to know that somewhere, there 
is abundant sympathy for’ the over- 
grown, inattentive, stupid boy. The 
Morning Post reports that at the Mar- 
gate conference ‘‘there was positive 
glorification of.the child who is dull 
at school,”’ 

It was said that classification of 
children by age alone is unsound. 
‘Native ability, the power to progress, 
environment, home surroundings, med- 
ical. record, and often the condition 
of the school,’’ should enter into the 
question. No two children are born 
with exactly like. capacities or with 
equal power to advance. 

Geniuses who were classified as 
dunces in their youth were cited for 
the defense of the dull boy. ‘Sir 
Watter Scotr’s headmaster said he had 
the thickest head in the school. The 
mother of Hume, the historian, said 
that in her opinion he was weak- 
minded.” CHATTERTON and FANNyr 
BurNe&y were rated very low in their 
schools. Coming down to this day 
and age, it was said that even Mr. 
CHURCHILL himself was far from carry- 
ing off all the prizes at Harrow. 

With so much of aid and comfort to 
be offered by pedagogues themselves 
for the boy who does not receive high 
marks at school, one is tempted to 
look hard at the “bright boys’’ of the 
class. If so much genius is recruited 


from the ranks of apparently dull 
children, the star pupils will have to 
look to it that they themselves-do not 
come to that bad end which is the fate 
traditionally in store for the wearer 
of the dunce cap.

One- Way — Waves nd Pode 
trian Regulation Suggested.

dozen new avenues or double-decking 
as many.

the one-way plan. 

For those who are sufficiently in- 
terested to go further into this vital 
question, I shall explain how we can 
hope for an 80 per cent. increase of 
traffic facilities. It is by the simple 
expedient of never slowing down or 
stopping avenue traffic. If an auto- 
mobile does not stop, it will get to its 
destination in half the time and make 
room for another vehicle. Delays not 
only waste the time of the motorist 
but also the traffic facilities. 

Dominick Henry, the cleverest traf- 
fic chief we ever had, believed it worth 
demonstrating and gave me Inspectors 
Ahearn and Kuehn to install it on one 
avenue. Before the test could be made, 
however, he resigned from the. Police 
Department. At present the scheme 
is successfully used, to a very limited 
extent, in Washington and one West- 
ern city. 

The best application is to have traffic 
waves one-half mile long, with lights 
changing ahead of them, precisely’ as 
they do ahead of an express train on a 
failréad.

Citizens Union Urges Action by 
. Jersey to Bar Building When 
Hudson Bridge Opens. 


WANTS ROADWAY AT BRINK 


Organization Warns Dwellings at 
Top of Cliffs Will Ruin Their 
Natural Beauty. 


"Objection to the construction of 
apartment houses on the edge of the 
Palisades, which has been projected 
since the Fort Lee Bridge to be con- 
structed by the Port of New York Au- 
thority became a certainty, was made 
yesterday by the Citizens Union in a 
 Jetter to Harold S. Mabie, director of 
the Board.of Chosen Freeholders of 
Bergen County, New Jersey, at Hack- 
énsack. 


The letter, which was signed by R. 

B. McGahen, Secretary, suggested that 
land at the edge of the Palisades be 
acquired for a park or, if that proved 
impractical, a parkway should be con- 
structed along the edge, thus preserv- 
ing’ at least a part of the beauty of 
the cliffs. 
‘ “The new Fort Lee bridge will seri- 
ously menace the Palisades,” Mr. Mc- 
Gahen wrote. “These splendid cliffs 
were saved from the quarryman some 
‘twenty-five years ago and, it was 
‘thought, were preserved for all time 
by the establishment of the Palisades- 
Interstate Park. Unfortunately, the 
Park Commission: was able to acquire 
the land only from the river’s edge up 
40 the upper ledge of the cliffs, and, 
excepting for.a few short stretches, 
the land at the top remains in private 
hands to’ the very brink overlooking 
the river. — 

“The construction of the new bridge, 


which will cross the Hudson at about 
West 180th Street, will open the land 
at the top of the Palisades to building. 
The result is wer We shall have a 
solid line of t apartments at the 
top of the cliffs, built to the very 
edge. The effect on the park at the 
foot of the cliffs would be even more 
serious. If the crown of the —- 
ig to be defaced with a row of 
, the value of the land at 

foot for its present uses will be greatly 
lessened. In fact, we believe that its 
desirability as a camping site will be 
almost ruined. .. 

“If the park cannot be extended, we 
would s st the development of a 
parkway along the summit. The cost 
of such a paskway would be far less 
than that of the park, and its con- 
struction, like the construction of the 
Bronx River Parkway, would be fol- 
lowed by such a marked increase of 
property values throughout its length 
as easily to absorb the costs of its con- 
struction. It would preserve the ap- 

ce of the Palisades to a very 
large extent, hold the view open for 
the general public, prevent the in- 
juries which we fear to the park be- 
low the cliffs and give all the com- 
munities atthe top of the Palisades a 
fine and dignified front.”

OFFERED 10 PARTIES 


Manufacturers Will. Draft a 
Platform to Present to the 
Conventions in 1928. 








TO BE NON-PARTISAN 





Document Will Be Formulated by 
Nation-Wide Committees of 
the Association. 


The. National Association of Manu- 
facturers will.prepare a ‘“‘platform of 
American industry’’ to present to the 
Republican and Democratic national 
conventions next year, John E. Edger- 


ton, its President, announced yester- 
day. According to the announcement, 
this platform will be ‘non-partisan, 
non-religious, non-sectional and non- 
doctrinarian,”’ will represent no class 
or bloc and will carry no threat. For 
a number of years it has been the 
custom of the association to propose 
industrial planks to the conventions. 

The platform will be formulated by 
a nation-wide committtee composed of 
sub-committees from the various in- 
dustrial States, which will meet dur- 
ing the Summer and prepare a draft 
for submission to the convention of 
the association in Chattanooga, Tenn., 
on Oct. 25, 26 and 27. The association 
also will revive its campaign to in- 
crease the vote and its slogan, “Vote 
as you please, but vote,’’ which it used 
in 1924. 

“The main purpose of the platform 
of American industry,” said Mr. Ed- 
gerton “will be to call to the attention 
of the two great political parties the 
causes of our country’s world leader- 
ship and to.impress. the fact upon all 
parties seeking to direct the national 
ship of state that they must adhere to 
those principles of government which 
distinguish America from all others, 
and make their political policies con- 
form to those economic laws which 
lead inevitably to. greater prosperity 
and success.

CATHOLICS PICK SITE 
FOR BOWERY HOME 


Cardinal, in Charge, to-Charity 
Drive Workers, Tells of House 
_ for Homeless Men. 





PROPERTY -COST $175,000 


Construction to Start This Year— 
House-to-Flouse Canvass for 
$1,000,000 Begins Today. 


Cardinal Hayes announced yesterday 
afternoon from the pulpit of St. Pat- 
rick’s Cathedral that the Board of 
Trustees of Catholic Charities had 
bought the site for a great House for 
Homeless Men and that he expected 
the actual building of the home to 
be started this year. The Cardinal 


made this announcement in the course 
of an address to more than 5,000 men 
and women representing the 16,000 
workers who today will begin a week's 
house-to-house canvass in the 432 par- 
ishes of the archdiocese of New York 
for $1,000,000 or upward with which 
to carry on Catholic Charities through 
the next year. Cardinal Hayes offi- 
clally committed the appeal to their 
charge. 

The Cardinal had announced in his 
pastoral letter, which was read yester- 
day in all the churches at every mass- 
that the trustees had it-in mind to 
build: such a home at an ultimate cost 
of niearly $500,000 


Property Cost $175,000. 

The site is at Second Street: and the 
Bowery, known as .319, 321 and 323 
Bowery. It has a frontage of sixty 
feet on the Bowery and 152 feet on 


Second Street. The property cost $175,- 
000 and includes the present Holy 
Name Mission, of which the Rev. Wil- 
liam J. Rafter has been the superin- 
tendent for the last sixteen years. 
During the building the mission will 
seek temporary quarters in the neigh- 
borhood. ° ' 

In addition to the mission, there are 
tenements, a residence and stores on 
the land. The home will be eight 
stories high. It will contain lodging 
rooms and dormitories, a cafeteria, 
clubrooms, an employment bureau and 
a chapel. The latter will have a seat- 
ing capacity of 1,000. The building 
will provide a temporary home for dis- 
couraged men. 

“And when the House for Homeless 
Men is an assured thing,’ declared 
Cardinal Hayes, ‘‘we want to provide a 
home for our chronic sick when they 
are old and homeless and penniless.”’ 

In the course of his “charge” Car- 
dinal Hayes said: . 

“I read a letter a few days ago to 
our trustees which visibly affected 
them, and it was all I‘could do_.to 
control my own emotion. It was from 
. man whose wife had died—and we 

ad helped. He was not a Catholic but 
his wife had been. I felt that this 
one letter alone made worth while all 
our Catholic charities have done in 
the eight years of their existence. - ~- 

‘That letter was your letter. It is 
the voice of the poor, the sick, the 
aged, the abandoned.

Passengers on Duilio Kept 75 Feet 
From Craft, Which Will Be

The new airplane Santa Maria It 
which is to replace the plane destroyed 
on April 6 at Roosevelt Dam, Arizona, 
on which Commander Francesco De 
Pinedo was making a world tour, ar- 
rived yesterday on the Duilio of. the 
Italian Navigation Company under a 
guard of nine Fascist militia armed 
With automatic pistols and stilletos. 

The plane had been dispatched to the 
Italian aviator by Premier Mussolini 
when he heard of the destruction of 
the first machine. The militia in their 
blue-gray uniforms, black shirts and 
large gray felt hats were sent to see 


that it reached New York safely. The 
men were commanded by Captain 
Ettore Robbiano of the Fascist militia 
and nine of the crew of the Duilio who 
are also members of the or, ization, 
increased their number to teen, 


Passengers Kept From Plan. 


They were divided into three 
watches of six men each and were 
on duty in eight hour shifts. The 
plane was on the deck and the wings 


were covered up and lashed down near 
by. The passengers were not allowed 
to go nearer than seventy-five feet to 
the Santa Maria II on the voyage and 
the reporters and photographers could 
not get’ as close as that. 

When one photographer advanced to- 
ward the plane to get a close-up a 
militiaman threw open his coat and 
showed ‘a pistol in a brown leather belt 
on his right side and a stiletto on the 
left side, and the picture man stepped 
back and said “Thank you.’’ The 
other blackshirt wearers were a little 
more kindly disposed and finally three 
of them posed for the photographers, 
while their aggressive comrade went 
behind the Santa Maria II and 
scowled. 

Engineer Allessandro Orlando of the 
Isotta Fraschini Motor Company was 
accompanied by three special me- 
chanics to assemble the airplane at 
Miller Field, Staten Island. All that 
could be ascertained was that the two 
motors were:of 550 horsepower each 
and that the Santa Maria II was an 
exact —— of the plane that was 
destroyed.

De Pinedo Inspects Craft. 


Commander De Pinedo, who was not 
in uniform, inspected the plane before 
he went io luncheon on the Duilio, but 
did not have the wings unwrapped. 
He was not accompanied by any guard 
when he arrived at the pier foot of 
West Fifty-seventh Street, and said it 


was unnecessary because no one would 
harm him. He declined to give out his 
plans for continuing the flight to 
Rome, but said he would announce 
them later when the airplane had been 
tested at Miller Field. | 

The U. 8. derrick float 197 was sent 
from the navy yard to take off the 
plane, but was not tall enough, and 
the Merritt-Cnapman derrick Colossus 
came alongside the Duilio and landed 
the machine safely on the deck of the 
naval craft, which convoyed it to 
Staten Island. 

Commander De Pinedo has flown 
60,000 miles over four continents since 
leaving Italy. In honor of the Fascisti, 
the Captain and officers of the Duilio 
and also the officials on the pier wore 
— neckties and black gloves yester- 

ay.. ' 

The Santa Maria II reached the dock 
at Miller Field at 9:30 last night and 
will be landed this forenoon. The 
wings were taken to the field by motor 
truck.

The number of 
families in which tuberculosis is found 
is going down year by year.

LIBERALISM NOT ADEQUATE 


It Has Attempted a Compromise, 
but: Falis Short Spiritually, 
He Belleves. 


The time has come for a new évan- 
gelicalism, the Rev. Samuel M. Shoe- 
maker Jr. declared’ in his ‘morning 
sermon yesterday in Calvary Episcopal 
Church, Fourth Avenue and Twenty- 
first Street. The old evangelicalism, 
he asserted, had failed when it re- 
fused to keep pace with science and 
“the new knowledge.” 

“I ‘ believe,” he said, “that our 
present-day Christianity has come to 
an important crossroads. A world 
hungry for spiritual reality is looking 
questionably at us, asking us whether 
we will meet that hunger with real 
bread, and offering to us the largest 
opportunity the Christian Church has 
had in more than a century. 

“Two sections of the Christian 
Church are trying to satisfy that hun- 
ger with theological crusts—one with 
the crust of tradition and dogmatism, 
the other with the crust of philosophy 
and rationalism. Neither of them, it 
seems to me, is at this present junc- 
ture meeting the need. 

“The liberal movement in religion 
arose in an effort to counteract or 
supplement these defects. It wanted 
to make Christianity the great force 
for a more brotherly and humane 
world by applying it to social ques- 
tions and problems. And it wanted 
to do away with the obvious scandal 
of useless and outworn denomination- 
alism. Those are all laudable aims 
with which, I take it, most of us are 
in sympathy. 

“But liberalism itself is not touch- 
ing a deep enough spiritual: note to 
eatisfy the present hunger of the peo- 
ple. One of its own loyal adherents, 
& man giving his life in religious ser- 
vice, said to me without hesitation not 
long ago, ‘Liberalism has failed spirit- 
ually.’ I think there is reason to be- 
lieve he is right.”

CALLED CITY'S NEED 


Col. J. T. Axton Finds 82% of 
Men Here Between 20 and 24 
Single and Most Homeless. 


NEW QUARTERS REQUIRED 


Army Chaplain In Plea for Drive 
Notes Good That Might Be Done 
for Naval Men Now in City. 


Eighty-two per cent. of the men in 
New York City between the ages of 
20 and 24 are unmarried and, in the 
majority of cases, homeless, said Colo- 
nel John T. Axton, Chief of the Chap- 
lain’s Corps, United States Army, 
Washington, D. C., in a plea yester- 
day for this city $6,500,000 drive for 
Y. M. C. A. equipment. Colonel Axton, 
whose headquarters are in ‘A ashington, 
D. C., spoke at the 11 o’clock service 
at the Episcopal Church of the Holy 
Communion, Sixth Avenue and Twen- 
tieth Street. 

“This situation presents a collossal 
need,”’ declared Colonel Axton. ‘‘Young 
men are coming here from all over the 
country, even from other countries, 
and we must provide for them. Al- 
though the need for adequate Y. M. C. 
A. facilities is more pressing here than 
in any other ci:: in the country, New 
York has actually spent only about 
$1,000,000 for equipment during the past 
fourteen years. No less than fourteen 
other cities have spent many times 
that during the past ten years.’’ 

Colonel Axton pointed to the good 
which might be accomplished at this 
time with 35,000 sailors and marines 
here, if the city had he Y. M. C. A. 
buildings which it needs. The large 
new buildings planned for the Forties 
would be invaluable as a clubhouse and 
living quarters, he said. 


GREAT PROBLEM OF LEISURE. 


Dr. Cutten Says Y. M. C. A. Shows 
How to Put Spare Time to Good Use. 


‘We have abolished the leisure class 
in America by the simple expedient of 
every one’s joining it,’’ said Dr. George 
B. Cutten, President of Colgate Uni- 
versity, Hamilton, N. Y., in his ser- 
mon in the Lutheran Church of the 
Advent, Ninety-third Street and Broad- 
way, yesterday. 

“America has been called the land of 
work,” he said, ‘“‘and some of us have 
gone-so far as to glory in our labor. 
At the present time, however, the 
great problem is not labor, but leisure. 

“The most important question from 
the standpoint of economics and morals 
today is, Can we be trusted with our 
eight hours of play? The churches 
have not recognized leisure, but busi- 
ness has. There is more money spent 
on commercialized leisure in this coun- 
try than on anything else but food. 
Not only have we leisure, but we have 
the money to make the worst of it.” 

Dr. Cutten said that it was the busi- 
ness of the Church and the Y. M: C. 
A. to see that young people are taught 
—* make good use of their leisure 

e. 

“If I had time to give,’ he said, “I 
would rather give it to the Y. M. C. A., 
the Y. W. C. A., the Boy Scouts, the 
Knights of Columbus, than to slum 
missions and rescue homes. These 
organizations and similar ones are for 
the pu of making good use of 
leisure 6. Money given to the Y. M. 
C. A. is the cheapest investment that 
can be made in the world.”

The Rev. Dr. Stepher 8. Wise in his 
sermon at Carnegie Hall yesterday 
morning asked the members of the 
Free Synagogue to join with him in 
petitioning Governor Alvin T. Fuller 
of Massachusetts for the appointment 
of an impartial commission to investi- 
gate the cases of Nicola Sacco and 
Bartolomeo Vanzetti, condemned to die 
in the electric chair during the week 
of July 10. Rabbi Wise declared that 
to execute the two without a review 


of their conviction and denial of a 
new trial would be judicial murder. 


In the course of the talk he said: 
“IT do not claim Sacco and Vanzetti 
are innocent. I merely maintain they 
have not been proved guilty, and that 
steps be taken before it is too late to 
pass upon their guilt or innocence. I 


do not ask that Sacco and Vanzetti 
be pardoned. I ask that their case be 
reviewed. It has never been reviewed 
save in a technical sense. Let their 
fate be determind upon the basis of 
a fair judicial impartial review.’’ 
Touching on the question of having 
Governor Fuller review the proceed- 
ings in the case, Rabbi Wise said: 
“Are the Courts so weak that there 
may be no lawful review of their acts 
without weakening their authority? 
The lawless thing in this hour is to 
set up a doctrine of judicial infalli- 
bility and to maintain that because of 


it there shall be no resort to the legal/ i 


means of review which the law pro- 
vides,

past as judicial murder. Despite the 
seeming paradox of this term a judi- 
cial murder is committed when in a 
court room the forms of law are ob- 
served and the substance of justice or 
equity is ignored.

They then marched 
to the hotel for breakfast which was 
attended by many guests, including 
Postmaster General Harry 8S. New, 
Representative Frank Oliver, Former 
State Senator Martin J. McCue and 
Assistant District Attorney Wallace of 
Manhattan. The Rev. John J. Kiernan, 
chaplain of the society, presided. 

Postmaster General New had to 
leave for Baltimore and remained only 
long enough to extend his greetings 
to the society. 

“No person of common sense needs 
to have an answer to the question, 
Can a Catholic be a loyal citizen of 
the United States?” said Mr. McCue 
in his eddress. “Here and there 
throughout the United States and other 
countries radicals, having no faith in 
God or constituted authority, are band- 
ing together to destroy our faith and 
civilization. It is inspiring to know 
that our President was a simple farm 
boy and was sworn into office by the 
light of a lamp in his father’s. simple 
home. The nearest competitor for the 
next President was born on the lower 
east side—Alfred 5B. Smith.” 

There was applause at the mention 
of Governor Smith. When it ceased 
Mr. McCue attacked “‘a radical, Sena- 
tor Borah,” about his recent pro- 
nouncement that prohibition was a 
success.

Bradley Beach police and Monmouth 


County detectives, after investigating 
a number of possible motives, said to- 
night they had found no clues and 
were inclined to believe a drunken per- 
son or some one trying to: ten the 
occupants of passing automobiles had 
fired the shot which killed Bennett. 
The bullet was .38 calibre. 

Donigan told the police that the 
shots seemed to have come from one 
of three automobiles which his car 
overtook. This information. seemed 
to eliminate the theory that the shoot- 
ing had been done from the sidewalk. 

In the car: with Bennett, Donigan, 
the @river and Miss Martin were Miss 
Edna. McLaughlin, 18, of 13 Leonard 
Aventie, *Whitesville, and Miss Bella 
Angerole, 29, of 922 Sunset Avenue, 
Asbury Park. They were returning 
from a dance at the American Legion 
home, in Belmar, about 1 A. M. 

The shooting occurred when the car 
was Opposite the Palace Theatre, in 
Main Street, as Donigan drove ahead 
of three other cars. Bennett was 
seated on the right-hand side. 

The police said inevstigation showed 
that the three other cars had left the 
American Legion dance a short. time 
before Bénnett and his friends.

self. It is, to be sure, a familiar aspect 
of the so-called “Wall Street senti- 
ment” that news or fimAncial) state- 


either treated with indifference or even 
described as favorable, will be em- 
phasized as discouraging incidents 
when prices of stocks are falling. But 
this eonfusion of interpretation does 
| not affect sober tinanclai judgment. 

The stock market is judged on the 
basis of experience, which teaches that 
strong and ‘conservative investment 
buying is attracted when prices are 
considered intrinsically low. Such pur- 
chases naturally decrease as prices 
rise. Even when the earlier yur- 
chasers of stocks do: not sell again— 
and they are less apt to-do s0 when, 
as at present, prices on the bond mar- 
ket also are.so high as to offer no 
great inducement for the shifting of 
capital to such securities—the true in- 
| vestment buying always. and neces- 
sarily slackens after prices of stocks 
have risen substantially: If the rise 
is violent, buying of that ‘character 
will usually cease altogether. It will 
be replaced, however, by the. pur- 
chases of speculators to whose mind 
the advance already achieved is merely 
evidence of further and equally em- 
phatic rise. But thesé purchases differ 
from the earlier investment buying in 
that they frankly contemplate, selling 
again at the appropriate moment. 

The realizing sales may be post- 
poned so long as the rise is unchecked, 
as will happen if the publiic’s imagina- 
tion is excited by the spectacle of a 
seemingly irresistible adyance. But a 
market of that nature cannot afford to 
meet such obstacles as will bring the 
upward ‘movement to «a ‘halt; the 
longer ‘such evidence appears of the 
rise having réached its culmination, 
the greater is the inducement for 
speculators to extricate themselves. 
The “bear operator” puts in an ap- 
pearance at such times, and the Wall 
Street bulletins usually place on his 
shoulders all the blame for the re- 
sultant setback. But he could ac- 
complish no more without cooperative 
selling from real holders than the 
“bull speculator” could effect without 
at least the preliminary help of real 
investors. 

All this is so manifestly true in the 
entire history of speculative markets 
that the past week’s downward reac-. 
tion of prices might be regarded as a 
matter of course. Markets which are 
governed by a depreciating currency 


but in reality the mechanism is the 
same even with them. Experience 
with trredeemable currencies whose 
gold value shrinks progressively has 
taught that the two places in which 
capital may not be safely lodged under 
such conditions are bank deposit ac- 
counts and fixed revénue securities, 
both of which provide no safeguard 
against future violent enhancement in 
the cost of living, whereas investment 
‘im stocks under such a currency will 
obtain the larger dividends in depre- 
ciated money which measure to the 
rising paper prices and larger paper 
earnings.

LONDON, May 1.—The present signs 
regarding the gold movement are not 
so promising as they were recently. 
The Bank of England last week se- 
cured only £403,000 out of £864,000 gold, 
which arrived from South Africa, 
whereas in the preceding few weeks 
it was able to buy practically all of 
the hew gold, after minor trade de 
mands had been. satisfied. 

The balance of last week’s new gold 
was divided between home sources, 
the Continental trade and India. The 
undisclosed buyer, who took £250,000, 
is stil unnamed, but it is generally 
understood to be the Indian Govern- 
ment, buying for the account of its 
currency reserve. 


Effect of French Payment on Bank. 


The Bank's weekly return shows the 
effect of the repayment by the Bank 
of France of £33,000,000 on April 22. 
The return is described by some as 
historical because it shows a clearing 
away of almost the last of abnormal- 
ities arising out of the war. The 
original loan was made to the Bank 
of France in wartime, and now that 
it has been repaid the Bank of Eng- 
land’s holdings of other securities 
have fallen to the lowest point since 
1917. 

Although the repayment is reflected 
Mainly in last week’s statement, the 
or-7vP* on has .been spread over two 
weeks, and its effect has been to re- 
duce the item of “other securities” by 
3 ',400,000 and to increase the Bank’s 
holdings of Government securities by 
nearly £19,000,000. The return shows 
an increase of private deposits otf 
£1,500,000 and lower public deposits by 
£13,800,000. Actually, therefore, the 
money m«rket appears to be better 
off than the Bank. But a large 
amouit of French money transferred 
from the market to the Bank of Eng- 
land has still to be accounted for, 
and the actual position is that the 
Bank of England has considerably 
greater control over the money mar- 
ket than it had prior to the French 
payment. 


Control of Moncey Market. 


This control has not yet been fully 
exercised, but it may be before long 
if the Bank considers it necessary. to 
raise the market discount rates in or- 
der to make the new Bank rate thor- 
oughly effective. At present the mar- 
ket. rate for bills is as much as % to 
1 per cent. below the bank rate, which 
is not, therefore, really effective. Mar- 
ket views on the bank rate policy vary 
greatly. Some regard the recent fall 
as dictated by the Treasury, which is 
anxious to have cheap money for the 
purpose of reducing interest charges 
on the floating debt and paving the 
way for further conversion loans. With 
this idea in mind, the reduction of 
April 21 is described merely as a step 
toward a still lower rate very soon. 
Opinion which appears better in- 
formed, however, holds that the 4% 
per cent. rate is the lowest we shall 
see for some time, unless there is a 
further substantial gold influx. 

Currency notes outstanding at the 
end of the week aggregated £294;778,- 
000, compared with £298,678,512 one 
week ago and £299,927,.751 two weeks 
ago.

LONDON, May 1.—Exactly what has 
happened to the £18,000,000 gold just 
returned to France by the Bank of 
England does not seem to be known in 
the marke’ here. There is a general 
impression that part of it will be used 
to create fresh credits in London, to 
replace those exhausted by the Bank of 
France’s payment to the Bank of Eng- 
land, and that part may find its way 
to America. 

For the moment, however, the gold 
seems to have vanished from sight al- 
together. 


Part of the £18,000,000 of gold re- 
turned to France by the Bank of Eng- 
land is believed to have been repre- 
sented in the $6,000,000 of gold which 
was received in New York last week 
from an unnamed source in Hurope. 
It was the largest gold shipment re- 
ceived here in.many weeks, and bank- 
ers predicted that it would be fol- 
lowed by others. Ever since announce- 
ment of the release of the French 
pledged gold in London, Wall Street 
has expected that a considerable por- 
tion of it would come to New York and 
be sold here to increase French bal- 
ances.

Bank of France Believed to Hold

PARIS, May 1.—The financial situa- 
lion in France is considered by the 
banking community to be satisfactory 
though the description usually is, “as 
satisfactory as circumstances permit.” 
It is now unquestionably hoped that 
the economic effect of the virtual stab- 
lization of the franc around 125 to the 
pound sterling will be much less trying 
than had been predicted in many quar- 
ters. Nevertheless, a slight reaction 
was reported last week in certain in- 
dustries where there had been recent 
recovery. 

The Bourse made a somewhat re- 
markable stand last week against the 
influence of the realizing sales which 


almost inevitable. On the whole, with 
the exception of several securities 
which had attracted particularly heavy 
speculation, such as rentes, French 
home securities remain very firm and 
the market retained without effort the 
high prices to which it had been car- 
ried after so prolonged neglect. 

The very easy conditions which have 
lately prevailed in the money market, 
and which were accentuated last week, 
helped in providing effectual support 
for the stock market. This unusual! 
abundance of ready money was again 
chiefly due to purchase of exchange 
by the Bank of France; such pur- 
chases, according to all the informa- 
tion available, having been on a par- 
ticularly large scale. 

In the bank’s weékly return, the ac~- 
count of “‘sundries’’ on the asset side, 
in which heading purchases of ex- 
change are included, showed increase 
of 1,242,000,000 francs, which brought 
the total to 12,500,000,000 francs, the 
highest figure ever recorded. The gen- 
eral estimate @ that the amount of 
foreign exchange bills held makes up 
9,500,000,000 of this total. Thus the 
Bank of France finds itself once more 
in possession of the full amount of 
foreign exchange bills which it nad 
passed over to the Treasury, with a 
view to the recent repayment to the 
Bank of England. 

The part of the repayment thus pro- 
vided represented £18,000,000 out of the 
total of £33,000,000 due to redeem the 
remaining Frenth obligation at Lon- 
don.. The amount of remittances on 
London not provided by the Bank of 
France came from the Treasury’s own 
resources of foreign exchange.

MONEY FROM LONDON 


FOR BERLIN MARKET 


Rates Go Higher, but Month- 
End Stringency Seems to 
Have Been Averted. 


TRADE INDICATIONS GOOD 


Decrease in Unemployment Since 
Midwinter Has Been Rapid, Rail- 
way Business Active.

BERLIN, May 1.—Although the pri- 
vate discount rate at Berlin was ad- 
vanced last week to 4% per cent., and 
although day money rose on Friday 
from 6% to 8%, the impending month- 
end settlements are expected to pass 
without difficulty. This is because the 
actual supply of credit remains ade- 
quate, and that situation is due at 
least in part to the inflow of money 
from London since the reduction of 
the Bank of England rate. 

There are also signs that long-term 
credit is more plentiful; for instance, 
the mortgage banks have resumed 
lending after a suspension lasting a 
full month. Nevertheless, the Reichs- 
bank’s returns continue to reflect in- 
creasing demands for credit, ascribed 
to the trade revival. 


Reichsbank Discounts Rise. 


While the bank’s last return, as of 
April 23, shows decline of 111,000,000 
marks in discounts and of 37,000,000 
marks in advances. the total of dis- 
counts remains 200,000,000 marks high- 
er than in the same week of March. 
Note circulation has risen 156,000,000 
marks in the same period. Returns of 
the stamp duty also show distinct in- 
crease in circulation of commercial 
bills. 

German indugtry is rapidly improv- 
ing. The number of unemployed de- 
clined 134,000 in the first half of April. 
Since March 15 there has been a reduc- 
tion of 438,000 and the total is now 
800,000 below the most unfavorable re- 
turn of the Winter season. These fig- 
ures attract comment because they 
appear to represent an unprecedentedly 
rapid recovery. 


Railroads Report Surplus. 


Receipts of the railroad corporation 
as now reported for February were 
342,000,000 marks. Expenditure, includ- 
ing outlay for renovation, was 275,000,- 
000. After providing 50,000,000 marks 
for the account of reparation bonds 
there was left a 17,000,000 marks sur- 
plus, which was carried to various 
reserves. 

Wholesale prices do not change. The 
last report, as of Apftil 20, placed the 
price index at 134.7, against 134.8 on 
March 13. It began the year at 136.5.

IN STOCKS AT BERLIN 


Redaction of London Bank Rate 
the Main Inflaence—Elec- 
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BERLIN, May 1.—Last week’s trans- 
actions on the Berlin Stock Exchange 
were decidedly influenced by the re- 
duction in the Bank of England rate 
on the preceding Thursday. The ten- 
dency of prices was upward, and on 
Friday there was what might be called 
a riot of speculative favorites, chiefly 
shares of spirits and electrical enter- 
prises.

German Experts Disagree | 
On Efficacy of Dawes Plan 
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BERLIN, May 1.—Former Finance 
Minister Reinhold, in the course of 
a speech which sharply criticized 
the policy of the present Minister, 
Koehler, and which demanded re- 
duction of the income and sugar 
taxes, predicted that the Allies 
themselves will ultimately find the 
Dawes reparations plan excessively 
burdensome and will agree to re- 
duction. Meantime, however, he 
declared that Germany must adhere 
strictly to the policy of fulfilling 
its engagements. 

Financial experts generally expect 
no difficulty .in meeting engage- 
ments during the present third year 
of reparations payments. Interest 
on railroad and industrial bonds, 
also the yield on the transport tax, 
have been fully up to requirements, 
and the yield of the “controlled 
tax” has been so abundant that 
the Cabinet last September de- 
clared itself able to pay 300,000,000 
marks beyond absolute immediate 
requirements. These experts do not 
agree with Reinhold that the in- 
terest burden will itself be unbear- 
able; but they agree with him in 
predicting adverse trade balances 
for some time to come and, there- 
fore, argue that the transfer of cash 
may present the really insurmount- 
able difficulty. 











LITTLE IMPROVEMENT 
IN AUSTRIAN EXPORTS 


Monthly Adverse Balance In- 
creased Since End of 1926— 
Unemployment Slightly Less. 
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VIENNA, May 1.—There is no visible 
improvement in Austrian foreign trade. 
The returns for February, just pup- 
lished, again decreased from the pre- 
ceding -month, the adverse balance 
being 86,000 schillings, as compared 
with 66,000,000 in January. The state- 
ment showed only slight improvement 
over even the 92,000,000 schillings 
monthly average import surplus of 
1926. Compared with January, the 
February imports increased from 202,- 
000,000 schillings to 231,000,000, while 
exports rose only from 136,000,000 
schillings to 145,000,000. 

Nevertheless some revival of export 
trade is looked for, chiefly as a result 
of steady expansion of arrangements 
with neighboring States which compete 
with Austria industrially. Shipments 
from the Austrian metal industry to 
Southeastern Europe are steadily in- 
creasing. Austrian unemployment de- 
creased 53,000 in the last six weeks, 
but the number of unemployed workers 
still remains at 1.900.000. 

Although the hopes lately based on 
the economic conference at Geneva 
are considered by bankers here to be 
exaggerated, it is still thought that 
actual cumpletion of the negotiations 
with Czechoslovakia for a new com- 
mercial treaty are awaiting the termi- 
nation of the conference. Austria’s 
efforts at Geneva will be to put into 
effect the plan of arranging collective 
treaties with the Middle European 
States in relation to one another’s 


trade, instead of relying on individual 
treaties. 


VIENNA MARKET RECOVERS. 








Favorably Affected by Austrian 

Elections—Foreign Buying a Factor. 
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VIENNA, May 1.—The Vienna mar- 
ket rose after the publication of elec- 
tion results, although the political de- 
cision was not regarded in financial 
circles as positive enough to be wholly 
reassuring, It is clear, however, that 
Austrian financial circles are now 
reckoning on a more moderate home 
policy by the Government and on the 
fact that maintenance of the existing 
system will favorably affect foreign 
opinion. 

Even in the few days before the elec- 
tion, the Vienna Stock Exchange was 
notably steady. This, however, re- 
sulted from a very considerable rise 
in Czechoslovak and Hungarian min- 
ing shares, a movement which fa- 
vorably influenced not only the 
Prague and Budapest markets, but 
Vienna as well. This advance was 
clearly based on foreign buying, and 
has not been interrupted.

Austrian Market Affected by Check 
to Declining Rates at Berlin. 
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VIENNA, May 1.—Largely as a re- 
sult of the rise in money rates at Ber- 
lin, private discounts are stiffening in 
Austria also. Last week they reached

pears to be no scarcity of money such 
as might arrest the slight improve- 
ment in trade conditions.

PARIS, May 1.—It is believed that 
the full repayment by the Bank of 
France of the £33,000,000 balance of the 
London loan, in advance of the due 
dates stipulated In the agreement of 
1923, means immediate restitution to 
the Bank of France of the gold deposit 
pledged against the loan. The ques- 
tion has arisen, however; whether the 
gold will actually be shipped to France 
or will be transferred to the United 
States. Last week’s report was that 
the Bank of France had decided to 
transfer to New York amounts aggre- 
gating about $80,000,000. No official 
declaration has been made on the sub- 
ject, however, and the actual disposal 
of the gold released at London re- 
mains for the present a matter of con- 
jecture. ; 

The loan repaid last week was origi- 
nally extended in 1918 by the Bank of 
England to the Bank of France, but 
the French bank played only an inter- 
mediary réle in the transaction, the 
real debtor being the French Treasury. 
Under the contract, the Bank of 
France had pledged deposited gold 
equal to one-third of the face of the 
loan. The loan itself was realized un- 
der the form of bonds discounted at 
the Bank of England at 1 per cent. 
higher than the London bank rate, but 
with the provision that the rate should 
not go below 6 per cent. 

The original amount of the loan was 
£72,000,000. It was reduced to £65,000,000 
when part of the French 4 per cent. 
loan of 1918 was subscribed i England, 
and at the same time the gold de- 
posited was reduced from £24,000,000 to 
£21,666,000. On this remainder, the due 
dates were spread out between Sep- 
tember, 1922, and August, 1923. 

At the last-named date a repayment 
of £10,000,000 reduced the principal of 
the debt to £55,000,000 and the gold de- 
posit to £18,350,615. Redemption of the 
remainder was at that time arranged 
by an agreement signed in April, 1923, 
which provided for payment of instal- 
ments amounting to £5,000,000 in 1924, 
to £6,000,000 in 1925, to £7,000,000 in 
1926, to £8,000,000 in 1927, to £9,000,000 
in 1928, to £15,000,000 in 1929 and to 
£5,000,000 in 1930. 

Payments were regularly made in the 
three first years; they occasioned no 
surrender of gold, however, because the 
agreement stipulated that no gold 
should be returned before May 31, 
1928, but that the remainder would be 
repaid in 1928, 1929 and 1930.

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HURT BY-RISE IN LIRA 


Other Markets Believe Trouble in 
Trade Must Follow Carrency 


Appreciation. 
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BERLIN, May 1.—Although the Itai- 
ian lira again advanced toward the 
close of the week after its snarp re- 
cession from the earlier high point, 
Berlin bankers doubt whether the re- 
cent large gain will be fully main- 
tained. Its depressing effect on Italian 
export trade is considered certain and 
there is frequent reference to Finance 
Minister Volpi’s declaration of last 
December that he intended a very 
gradual restoration in the currency’s 
value. Complaints are already coming 
in from Italian business circles of the 
bad effect resulting from too yneed de- 
flation. 

Denmark’s experience has shown that 
the machinery of such revaluation 
plans may run away from their au- 
thors’ purposes.

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AMSTERDAM, May 1.—Amsterdam 
tankers believe that the rise in the lira 
will continue and that the Italian Gov- 
ernment is calculating on a higher sta- 
bilization rate even than the present 
market. Financial circles profess en- 
tire uncertainty, however, as to where 
the revalorization mesures will end. 

As for the recent violent rise, the 
first immediate cause Is considered to 
be the substantial loans placed abroad 
by Italy, but second a foreign specula- 
tive movement for the rise which ac- 
centuated the recovery. The present 
position is not considered altogether 
assured, partly because the rise has 
not resulted in an equivalent fall of 
inland prices, notwithstanding the 
large amounts of imported commodi- 
ties which have been automatically 
cheapened.

Some striking centrasts are moted in‘ 


the new schedule of burglary and rob- 
bery insurance rates announced by the 
National Bureau of Casualty and 
Surety Underwriters, which embraces 
the principal casualty insurance com- 
panies of the country. The new rates 
@re effective immediately. 

Under thé riew schedule there Is a 
Prestricticn of 28 per cent. in open stock 
burglary rates for department stores 
throughout the nation. On women’s 
wear generally on the premises of a 
contractor there has been an increase 
in burglazy rates of 100 per cent. The 
insurance companies are said to have 
had sorry experiences in this line of 
goods, since it has been found that all 
too frequently ‘the foods sent out to a 
contractor to be manufactured have 
not been amply protected against bur- 
giars. Another striking increase is on, 
mercantile safe insurance for furriers. 
This rate has als) becn increased 100 
per cent. 

No increase in the rates for residence 
insurance for New York and other 
large cities has been announced: There 
have, however; been put into operation 
several substantial reductions through- 
out the Middle West, ranging from 
16 2-3 to 20 per cent. 

Frequency in hold-ups which include 
the robbing of paymasters and offices 
and like crime are reflected - in 
the new rates.’ For instance, in Cook 
County, Ii., which embraces Chicago, 
there will bean increase of 50 per 
cent. for messenger, paymaster and 
office or store robbéry insurance. The 
experience of the insurance companies 
showed the necessity for a 10 per cent. 
increase in-messenger and paymaster 
robbery insurance for Wayne County, 
which covers Detroit, and for an in- 
crease of 65 per cent. in that terri- 
tory for office or store robbery insur- 
ance.

It Would Help Business If He Were 
Given More Authority. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

No more accurate picture of the 
chaos existing under present-day buy- 
ing methods could be painted than 
that shown by. your writer under cap- 








dising.” 
Neither buyer nor salesman is alone 


in feeling the results of the present 
system, for when it comes to supplying 
merchandise other than actual necessi- 
ties the trouble created is on all sides. 

Time and again are telegrams re- 
ceived for quick shipments of articles 
that cannot be had for days or weeks. 
Frequently orders have to be returned 
for explanations, &c., all tending to 
show that the buyer had little or noth- 
ing to do with the requisition, else the 
expense of the wire. would be saved 
and the order would be expedited. 

It would certainly seem that reason- 
able leeway should be allowed the buy- 
er to make his selections through sales- 
men or, when at headquarters, with 
specifications as to date of shipment, 
terms, &c., so as to avoid disappoint- 
ments and unnecessary expense to the 
store; which latter is usually charged 
to the department interested. 

There is such a thing as ‘‘over- 
systematizing,’’ which in the long run 
is topheavy and costly, but your 
writer clearly shows many difficulties 
that could be avoided if more responsi- 
bility was placed on the buyer and the 
latter was held accountable for the 
success or failure of his department 
through such confidence.

HURT BY FLOODS com 


Business Has Made a Good 
Showing in the First Four 
Months of the Year. 


COAL SUPPLIES REDUCED 


Dry Goods Distribution Falis Off, 
While Retail Dealers Report 
a Slight Gain. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, May 1.—Trade develop- 
ments for the week have been rather 
more favorable with improved weather, 
and were it not for the floods causing 
uneasiness and checking trade in Cen- 
tral and Southern Illinois, Missouri, 
Arkansas and the States along the 
Southern .Mississippi River territory, 
there would be no cause for complaint. 

A slowing down in new buying of 
steel except for steel bars and struc- 
tural lines with an advance of $4 to $6 
a ton in steel sheets was a new feature 
in that industry. Rail mills are operat- 
ing at around 80 per cent., a small 
slowing down, while buying of new 
cars is not heavy. . Automobile inter- 
ests expect to increase their specifica- 
tions in May. April buying, while be- 
low that of March, compares well with 
last year. Oil] interests took 20,000 tons 
of plates, and several good-sized orders 
for cars are being negotiated. The 
Burlington Railroad has given an order 
for twelve locomotives to the Baldwin 
Company. 

A feature in the steel industry as well 
as in other lines is the closeness with 
which inventories are being kept down. 
A month of idleness of coal miners in 
the Middle West finds reduced supplies 
of coal, but no shortage and a stronger 
market. The coke market is weak and 
trade slow. 

Business has made a good showing 
this year and all lines of trade and in- 
dustry have had more than an even 
break. Credit is easy and profits close 
but fair. Buying in a small way for 
present requirements has been more 
fully emphasized in all lines and in- 
stalment buying of automobiles, vac- 
uum cleaners, washing machines, &c., 
is regarded as having reached the sat- 
uration. point.

Larger Mines Will Not Resume 
Until They Have Broken Into 
Coal Reserves. 


Special to The Yow York Times. 

PITTSBURGH, Pa., May 1—A sur- 
vey of thé situation in the bituminous 
coal mining industry in the Pittsburgh 
district and conditions resulting from 
the strike, one month olf today, shows 
that 58 per cent. of the tonnage has 
declared fot the opén shop principle, 
eithér since the strike was called April 
1 of sincé the 6pén shop movement 
was started in the district by the 
Pittsburgh Coal Company in 1926. 

Against this loss 6h the union side, 
the canvass shows that leaders of the 
United Mine Workers have succeeded 


in signing up, témporarily at least, 
about sixty-two mines in the district, 


which represent in tonnage and man- 


power about 1% per cént. of the dis- 
—* ee th * that have de- 

Amo thé companies 
—— open hol are the Clyde 
Coal Company, .a Carnegie Steel Com- 
pany concern; the Pittsbu Terminal 
Coal Corporation, controlled by the 
United States Steel ration, and 
the Bethichem Mines Corporation. 

A check-up of the tonnagées shows 
that mines which in 1924 produced 17,- 
992,000 tons of coal under union condi- 
tions are today either operating open- 
shop or have declared their intention 
of doing so when they resume. This 
represénts 58 per cent. of the total 
tonnage that has definitely abandoned 
the union, since the total production 
of the district in the same year was 
30,965,000 tons. 

Western Pennsylvania has, there- 
fore, become the battleground of the 
strike. John L. Lewis, President of 
the union organization, and other 
leaders are devoting unusual atten- 
tion to this district and making vigor- 
ous efforts to break down operation of 
the big. mines which are producing 
coal with non-union labor. 

On the other hand, cdal stock piles 
are greater than they were April 1, 
and large industrial units, although 
declaring for the open shop, have not 
attempted operations and will not until 
they have broken into their coal re- 
serves. 

The sixty-two mines which have 
signed temporary agreements to pay 
the Jacksonville scale employed a total 
of 714 men, as compared with 43,340 
miners employed in the district in 1924. 

The average daily production per 
man in the Pittsburgh district, as re- 
ported by the Bureau of Mines in 1924, 
was 4.12 tons. Working about 150 days 
a year, the average annual production 
per man in the sixty-two mines is esti- 
mated at 618 tons.

Concluding his written statement, the 
minister said: 

“This attempt to limit the religious

Construction Cost Must Be Marked 
Down to Match the Ability of 
the Public to Buy of Rent. 


Current events cast encouragement 
upon the future of building, says Allen 


Building Reports. 

It is axiomatic that continued pros- 
perity of the local and ‘national build- 
ing and allied industriés cannot follow 
rising costs when tne public’s ability 
to pay does not correspondingly soar. 

Cost of living is indexed as of April 
1, this yéar, at $12.5309. On April 1, 


Feb. 1, 1920, was $20.9690. 

Generously assuming that the de- 
crease represents net saving to those 
of stable income, the accrual certain- 
ty is not sufficient for building inves- 


tors to be tndifferent concern the 
increase in cost of building that a 
general Ze tise to workers in the 
skilled building trades would mean to 
those who pay rent or buy improved 
property.. 

Another thi that is still fresh in 
the public mind is the great shrinkage 
of individual efficiency in the building 
trades following the last t of high- 
er wages. veges OF in addition, persist 
in wondering what would happen to 
building. prosperity if were to 
rise again. and then be followed by a 
demand for a five-day week. 

A complete economic cycle in build- 
ing economics consists of four phases: 
prosperity, decline, depression and re- 
covery. Building, as a national in- 
dustry is now -passing-from the first 
to the second phase. 

The second, or slowing-down stage, 
following a period of prosperity, is su- 
premely encouraging: Real danger lies 
in heediess continuation of building 
when acute demand has been met. 
Disinterested authorities declare that 
acute demand no lon exists. 

Building costs, by that omen, there- 
fore, must sooner or latér go down; 
hence the encouragement that comes 
when decisive steps are taken to make 
the flood-stage. of building cots con- 
form to current and immediately pro- 
spective individual buying power: 

Commodity cost slumps always fol- 
low, never precede, unwillingness of 
the people to buy. Commodity declines 
had their real start in the buyers’ 
strike of 1923. Building cost declines, 
though belated, are much better or- 
ganized, and, becausé they are taking 
place by adjustments within, such as 
plant modernization and stalwart pro- 
tests against further wage increases, 
the change from a period of peak pros- 
perity to betieficial decline will not 
be attended by the distress that the 
mercantile world experienced when the 
dressing down was dictated suddenly 
and decisively from without. 

Bullding-cost reductions usually take 
place in three steps: materials, wages 
and cost of money. Materials, in ac- 
cordance with this tradition; have 
made the first contribution. The ex- 
tent of it is revealed by Bradstreet’s 
nation-wide index, which shows that 
from 2372 in February, 1920, materials 
dropped in price to 1325 April‘1, 1926, 
and on April-1, 1927, they stood at 1283. 

In New York City a composite price 
of domestic common brick, cement, 
steel (New York store), linseed oil, 
window glass and yellow pine shows a 
decline from a peak in 1920 of 127.57; 
1921, 127.18; 1922, 126.62; 1923, 123.11; 
1924, 122.038 (the comparatively slight 
decline in this year was due to the 
fact that on Sept. 1, 1924, the basis of 
quoting domestic common brick prices 
was changed from a wholesale {dock] 
to a retail [delivered on the job) 
price); 1925, 119.07, and 1926, 117.86. 

The exhibit for building-labor cost in 
the same period has been uniformly 
upward. The cost of building money, 
including interest, fees, &c., still has 
to make its contribution to the lower 
cost of building, too, if the course of 
city and nation-wide building is to be 
saved from the third, or depression, 
s ‘ 
The outcome of the New York City 
building wage scale dispute will there- 
fore help.to determine whether build- 
ing costs are going to rise further or 
fall. What one trade gets all trades 
want, so the future of building cost 
rests as on the flip of a coin, and in- 
vestors are calling for .*‘heads."’
